Famous Poem 
Of President 
John Quincy Adams 
Wher Congressman 


“Man wants but little here below, 

Nor wants that little long.” 

GOLDSMITH’'S HERMIT. 

By request, the Daily Ledger reprints 
the famous poem of ex-President John 
Quincy Adams of Quincy, written while 
a Congressman in 1840, 

In 1840, Dir. Morgan, afterwards sec- 
retary of state of New York, occupied 
a seat in Congress next to Mr. Adams, 
Several young ladies in Mr. Ogle’s dis- 
trict bad requested Mr. Adams’s auto- 
graph. In complying with that request 
Mr. Adams added the fullowing poem, 
a copy of which Mr, Morgan obtained. 
Mr. Adams, be it remembered, when 
this spirited poem was written, had 
attained his 74th year. 


President Adams was born in Quincy 


July 11, 1767, and died in Washington 
Feb. 23, 1848. It would appear that 
the ‘‘wants of man’’ a century ago were 
as numerous as they are today, and 
possible a little more extravgant if one 
may judge by the following poem: 


“Man wants but little here below, 
Nor wants that little long.” 

’Tis not with me exactfty so— 
But ‘tis so in the song. 

My wants are many, and, if told, 
Would muster many a score; 
And were each wish a mint of wold, 
I still should long for more. 


What first I want is daily bread, 
And canvas-backs and wine, 
And all the realms of nature spread 
Before me when I dine; 

Four courses scarcely can provide 
My appetite to quell, 

With four choice cooks, from France

To dress my dinner well, 

What next I want, at heavy cost, 
Is elegant attire—

New York, Sept. 4.—The body of 
Moxie Schonburg, a man with a long 
police record, was discovered in the 
Hudson river yesterday, The police be- 
lieve that he was murdered.

Steamship Captain Suspended 
Norfolk, Sept. 4.—Captain Freeman 
of steamer Allegheny, which was 
burned at sea July 17, was found guilty 
by Supervising Inspector of Steam Ves- 
sels Oast of the charge of negligence 
and lack of skill. Because this is the 
tirst accident against Freeman's rec- 
ord and no life was lost, 
suspended only for 90 days. 


Peace Plans Accepted 

San Salvador, Sept. 4.—All the Cen-

VERDICT IN ROGERS’ FAVOR 


Was Sued For $50,000,000 Said to 
Be Due Jn Royalties 

Boston, Sept. 5.—A verdict was ren- 
dered for the defendant, Henry H. 
Rogers, by Auditor Slocum in the su- 
preme coert in the suit brought by Cad- 
waliader M. Raymond of Somerville to 
recover $50,000,000 alleged due as royal- 
ties for the use of a secret process for 
rendering petroleum and its products 
Dobe xplosive. \ 

The suit has been pending for some 
time and was referred to an auditor by 
the supreme court. The plaintiff ap- 
peared as assignee of the cause of ac- 
tion under an assignment from Eliza- 
beth P. Greenough of Brooklyn, admin- 
istratrix of the estate of her husband, 
Benjamin F. Greenough, formerly of 
Brooklyn. 

The action was based on a contract 
made Noy. 5, 1874, between Greenough, 
his wife and sons, with Henry H. Rog- 
ers, conveying exclusive rights Ina re- 
ceipt for rendering petroleum and its 
products non-explosive, for a royalty 
of 1-4 cent a gallon for all the product 
to which the receipt might be applied, 
the royalties to amount to not less than 
$500 any month. 

It was represented by the defense 
that the formula was of no value and 
did not render the product non-explo- 
sive, according to experiments by Hi- 
ram Maxim; that the contract was ter- 
minated in January, 1875, Greenough 
acquiescing, and finally referred to the 
statute of limitations. 

The auditor stated in his findings 
that the formula did not perform what 
wus claimed of it and rendered his 
findings for the defendant.

Objection to Military Contribution 

St. Petersburg, Sept. 5.—-Should the 
Finnish diet, as is generally antici 
pated, refuse to vote Finland’s con 
tribution to the military expenditures 
of the Russian empire for 1906-07, a 
grave crisis will be inevitable. Ac 
cording to information from Finland, 
the Russian military authorities have 
ordered that a complete topographical 
survey of the grand duchy be made. 
Large numbers of the secret police have 
arrived at Helsingfors and other towns 
in Finland, and the garrisons in the 
grand duchy are being held in readiness 
to cope with any emergency. 


What Lightning Stroke Did 

Raleigh, Sept. 5.—Details of the dis 
astrous effect of a lightning stroke at 
Buck Horn Falls show that seven men 
were killed and 10 tnjured. A heavy 
storm had caused more than 50 men to 
seek shelter In the cement house of the 
Buck Horn Falls power plant. Light 
ning struck a large tree back of the 
house and the tree, splitting, fell over 
on the building.

The Coddington 
On New Location 
Is Not Ready 
For Occupancy 


Owing to the incomplete condition 
of affairs at the Coddington school it 
will be impossible for this school to 
open next Tuesday with the other 
school buildings of the city. Supt. 
Parlin has set the date for the open- 
ing as Sept. 16, but it is very doubt- 
ful if the building is ready even then. 
Both buildings are now located on 
their temporary sites but are in such 
condition that they can not be occu- 
pied. 

In the first place they are both 
jacked up and there is no platform 
or steps by which to enter the build- 
ings. Then the rooms are more or 
less cluttered with debris, so that the 
janitor can not clean them. The 
sanitaries have not been con- 
nected neither have the water 
pipes. Work was to be commenced 
today to lay a temporary sewer con- 
nection from the buildings to con- 
nect with the main sewer on Wood- 
ward avenue. 


Monday the plumbers will com- 
mence work installing the sanitaries 
which will take some days. These 


are to be located in the basement and 
will be reached by a bulkhead from 
the front of the building. 

At the present time the blocking 
used to move the building has not 
been removed. Men are at work, 
however, placing the stone support- 
ing post under the building and as 
soon as they are in place the block- 
ing will be removed. 

The plastering has been cracked 
and broken in some of the rooms and 
looks bad. It will probably be al- 
lowed to remain for the present how- 
ever. 

As there will be no school rooms 
in the basement, the building will not 
accommodate its usual number of 
pupils and it will be necessary to find 
accommodations for quite a number 
of pupils in some other building. 
Considering the amount of work to 
be done and the limited number of 
men that can ‘be kept at work it 
would not be surprising if it was 
the first. of October before the build- 
ing will open. 

The situation next September may 
be worse. No appropriation has yet 
been made for a new Coddington 
building, and finances may not per- 
mit it before Jan. 1, 1908. Plans have 
been prepared, but have not been sub- 
mitted for approval to the School 
Committee or State board.

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IN MEMORY OF M’KINLEY 


Monument Erected by New York 
State Dedicated at Buffalo 

Buffalo, Sept. 6.—In a heavy down- 
pour of rain and before a vast multi- 
tude of people, the McKinley monu- 
ment was dedicated and formally 
turned over to the state of New York 
through Governor Hughes. The cere- 
mouies were brief but impressive and 
Were attended by two regiments of 
Canadian troops, in addition to the es- 
cort of American regular infantry and 
New York state troops. A large body 
of Grand Army veterans also attended. 

Following a prayer, Edward F. But- 
ler, chairman of the monument com- 
mission, introduced Mayor Adam, who 
wus followed by State Commander 
Swift of the G. A. R., Past Commander 
Miller of the Spanish American war 
veterans and President McLean of the 
Daughters of the Revolution. Mrs. 
Truman C. Avery then pulled the cord 
which released the flag, revealing the 
gleaming white sides of the shaft. 

On account of the steadily continu- 
ing rain other parts of the program 
were omitted. Chairman Butler turned 
the monument over to Governor 
Hughes, representing the state. 

The addresses were received in re- 
spectful silence. <A ripple of applause 
swept over the multitude, however, 
When Governor Hughes stepped for- 
ward to speak. He said that In mem- 
ory of McKinley’s martyrdom, in 
memory of a heroic death, in testimony 
to the futility of insensate envy and 
the lusting supremacy of law and order, 
in memory of a worthy life crowned by 
its sad sacrifice, this monument has 
been erected. The exercises closed 
with an invocation by Bishop Colton. 

The monument was erected by the 
State of New York on a site provided 
by the city of Buffalo. The obelisk is 
a pure white marble shaft, 86 feet in 
height and rests upon a pedestal 14 
feet high, the base of which is 12 feet 
above the street level. The whole is 
surrounded by a tassellated promenade, 
embellished with ornate parapets and 
ballustrades and fountains. On four 
sides of the base of the column are ap- 
propriate inscriptions. 


Federal Aid to Subdue Plague 

Washington, Sept. 6—By direction 
of President foosevelt the public 
health and marine hospital service bas 
assumed charge of the measures to 
stamp out the plague in Sau Francisco, 
This step was taken upon the request 
of the mayor of San Francisco, who 
added that the city would do all that is 
possible toward providing funds to 
carry on the work. Surgeon General 
Wyman will augment the corps of ser- 
vice officers already on duty there and 
take additional measures to prevent the 
spread of the disease. 


Bryan ‘‘Gets Back’ at Taft 

Oklahoma City, Okla., Sept. 6—Ten 
thousand persons last night heard W. J. 
Bryan reply to the recent address of 
Secretary of War Taft on the Okla- 
homa political situation. In addition 
to scoring Taft soundly for condemn 
ing the proposed constitution for Okla 
homa and attacking the views of the 
secretary of war on national policies, 
Bryan declared that the constitution of 
the proposed new state is even better 
than that of the United States. 


Archbishop Williams’ Will 
Boston, Sept. 6.—The will of Arch- 
bishop Williams was filed in the Suf- 
folk county probate court late yester- 


day. Archbishop O’Connell was named 
as executor and trustee in the docu- 
ment, which was dated April 1, 1907. 


After making bequests of $2000 to rela- 
tives, all the remainder of his estate 
was left to O’Connell and his succes- 
sors, as archbishops, under the proy!- 
sions of the Massachusetts statutes. 


Republicans Heard Speeches 

Boston, Sept. 6—Senator Lodge, Gov- 
ernor Guild and Congressman Weeks 
were the principal speakers at the out- 
ing of the Plymouth and Norfolk Coun- 
ty Republican club at Nantasket beach. 
Weeks compared the Republican state 
administration and the Democratic ad- 
ministration of the city of Boston. 
Lodge declartd the country could get 
nothing more from Canada, and Guild 
spoke on the state issues. 


Constitution Going to Annapolis 

Annapolis, Md., Sept. 6—Plans are 
being made at the naval academy for 
the reception and use of the frigate 
Constitution, which is to be transferred 
to the academy from the Boston nayy 
yard.

CHAMPION FOR DR. LONG. 


Expert =nglish Naturalist Defends 
“Yellow Journalist of Woods.” 
The Rev. Theodore Wood, vicar of 
St. Mary Magdalene’s church at 
Wandsworth and perhaps the leading 
British naturalist, is on the side of 
Dr. W. J. Long in the natural history 
controversy between Dr. Long and 
President Roosevelt, says a_ special 
cablegram from London to the New 
York Times. The president’s denun- 
ciations in Everybody’s Magazine 
of “the yellow journalism of the 
woods,” and in particular his citation 
of an example of “their deliberate in- 
vention” of the story of the wood- 
chuck which made a kind of mud 
splint for its broken leg, are taken ex- 
ception to by Mr. Wood, who recently 
wrote out the following statement: 
“President Roosevelt may be an ex- 
tremely able man, but the fact that 
he is president of the United States 
hardly qualifies him for delivering ex 
cathedra pronouncements on questions 
of natural history. Notwithstanding the 
scorn which he pours upon the asser- 
tion, I think there can be little doubt 
that snipe, at any rate, understand 
the art of binding up a broken limb 
by means of a splint. Statements to 
that effect have been made by many 
naturalists and sportsmen, and M. 
Fatio’s observations on the subject 
were brought some time back before 
the Physiological society at Geneva. 
It was stated\ that snipe had often 
been known to secure a broken limb 
by means of a stout ligature. On two 
occasions M. Fatio had seen snipe 
with interwoven feathers strapped on 
the seat of the fracture of one of the 

legs. 

“A most interesting case was that of 
a snipe, both of whose legs he had 
unfortunately broken by a misdirected 
shot. He only recovered the bird the 
following day, when he found that the 
poor creature had contrived to apply 
dressings and a sort of splint to both 
limbs. In carrying out this operation 
Some feathers had become entangled 
around its beak, and, not being able to 
use its claws to get rid of them, the 
bird was almost dead from hunger 
when found. 

“In a case recorded by M. Magnin 
a snipe which was seen to fly away 
with a broken leg was subsequently 
found to have forced the fragments 
into a parallel position, and they were 
secured there by means of a strong 
band of feathers and moss intermin- 
gled. The observers were particularly 
struck by the application of a ligature 
of a kind of flat leaved grass wound 
around the limb in spiral form and 
fixed by means of a gluelike sub- 
stance.” 

The Rev. Theodore Wood is the au- 
thor of several books on natural his- 
tory.

Murder Plot Revealed 

Venice, Sept. 9—Count Kamarovsky, 
a colonel in the elite Russian guard 
corps and councillor of state, who was 
shot at his residence here Sept. 5 by 
Nicholas Naumhoff, died yesterday. 
Naumhoff was arrested at Verona and 
confessed he had shot Kamarovsky. 
Mme. Tarnovska, with whom Kamar- 
ovsky was infatuated, and for whom 
he insured his life for $100,000, and 
M. Prilukuff, a Moscow lawyer, were 
later taken into custody at Vienna. 
Prilukoff admits that the murder of 
Kamarovsky was arranged by Mme. 
Tarnovska, Naumoff being a mere tool, 
The woman and Prilukoff hoped to get 
the insurance and then get married. 


Killed Wife and Shot Self 

New York, Sept. 9—Martin J, Smith, 
a building contractor, shot and killed 
his wife and probably fatally wounded 
himself at their home in Mineola, L. I.

“The first case of bubonic plague | 
appeared on May 27 at the United 
States marine hospital in a Finnish} 
sailor taken from the tug Wizard. | 
Thereafter no cases appeared in the} 
city until Aug. 12, when two cases} 


were reported from the North Beach | 
district. Immediately after the offi- | 
cials of all hospitals and dispensaries | 
were warned to be on the lookout for} 
similar cases, with the result that to-/ 
day, 18 authentic cases in all have | 
been reported. Of these nine are still | 
living in a fair way to recovery. 

“There exists today no doubt of the} 
causes of the so-called bubonic plague, | 
nor of the means by which it may be} 
eradicated. Wherever international 
commerce exists and in proportion 
to the volume of that commerce, the 
rat and the diseases of the rat, one 
of which is plague, are bound to ap- 
pear. There are said to be some five 
varieties of rat flea, of which two will 
bite men. The plague bacillus is trans- 
mitted by the flea of these two varie- 
ties to men. Other modes of infection 
exist, but are very much less fre- 
quent.”

Tsaitze, after their tour of the world 
for purposes of investigation, which 
came to an‘end last November. 

The appointments made yesterday 
of two Chinamen to visit the two most 
important constitutional monarchies of 
the world, and a Manchu, Tashou, to 
go to Japan, is a further concession to 
the Chinese race in this empire. Yuan 
Shi Kai, it will be noted, has thus em 
barked upon a most important step 
before the arrival in Pekin of his 
powerful conservative colleague, Chang 
Chi Tung. This official was expected 
here some days ago and his mysterious 
detention at Wu Chang long after 
the summons of the dowager empress 
reached him has been excused on the 
ground that he was turning over to 
his successor the administration of the 
most complex provincial government 
in China.

Fitzgerald took office, 20 months ago, 
Daniel Doherty, a cousin by marriage, 
has sold coal to the city aggregating 
a value of about $140,000 

When this news reached the city 
hall its effect was noticeable in the 
buzz of undertone conversation of lit- 
tle coteries of men in the corridors. 
The contracts given to Doherty have 
been directly traced to the orders of 


the. mayor, it is claimed. They were 
awarded for the most part without 
competition. The mayor then ap- 


proved them. 
Doherty's case will be the next one 
taken up by the finance probers. It 


is learned that the mysterious visit 
of former District Attorney Sughrue 
and Secretary Farley to New York 


and Philadelphia, from which neither 
of them has yet returned, was in con- 
nection with the investigation of the 
mayor's cousin’s contracts with the 
city. 

During the absence of the two men, 
Sughrue’s associate, Attorney McCar- 
thy, has been working up the local 
end of the same matter 

The commissioners believe from the 
facts already in their possession that 
the Doherty case will prove the most 
sensational feature of the remarkable 
investigation. 

The expert examination of the au- 
ditor’s books by Edwin S. Morse, expert 
accountant of the commision, shows 
that Doherty’s contracts have not been 
confined to any one department. 

Tabulation, now in the hands of 
the commission, shows that, on con- 
tracts and bills to several departments, 
Doherty has received $93,000 for coal. 
Tabulations of additional departments 
made by Morse, but not yet delivered 
to the commission, show that to other 
departments Doherty has sold over 
$40,000 worth of coal. g 

The auditor's department of the 
city, the books of which are supposed 
to be open to any citizen of Boston, 
apparently acting under orders from 
Mayor Fitzgerald, refused to give any 
{information relative to Doherty’s con- 
tracts. 

It was learned, however, that the 
cousin of the mayor has enjoyed a 
monoply of the coal contracts with 
the pauper institutions departments. 

The contract under which Doherty 
is operating at present is for 1700 
tons of coal. It was awarded to Doher- 
ty on May 29, last, without competi- 
tion, upon the authority of the mayor. 
This contract calls for New River 
coal of the best quality, and the price 
fixed for it is $4.10 a ton. 

The commission, so far, has care- 
fuly guarded the name of Doherty 
except where it slipped in through 
witnesses testifying in regard to other 
contracts. 

Superintendent English of the pau- 
per institutions, when on the stand, 
testified that he had approved a bill 
of Doherty for coal, which called for 
Quemahoning coal on the bill of lad- 
ing, and which was billed to the de- 
partment as Cumberland coal. The 


contract for this supply called for 
New River coal. English said that 


he had known Doherty only since he 
had been in the department. 


Italians Give France Advice 
Rome, Sept. 11——A number of the 
newspapers of Italy advise France to 
settle the troublesome Moroccan ques- 
tion by: marching on Fez. La Tribuna 
La Roma and others refer to ‘‘France’s 
precarious situation” and declare she 
ought to clear herself at any cost. The 
Populo Romano, the organ of the tri- 
ple alliance, advises France to march 
straight to Fez, and adds that “no 
member of the alliance would disap- 
prove of an act so necessary at termi- 
nating this unbearable situation.” 


New York's Big Sale of Bonds 


New York, Sept. 11—After two 
failures to dispose of bonds with 
which to meet its obligations, the 


City of New York met with unex- 
pected success yesterday in having a 
$40,000,000 issue of 4 1-2 percent bonds 
more than five times over-subscribed. 
There were offers for $207,159,420 
worth of the bonds, 886 bidders being 
willing to take the bonds at figures 
ranging from par to 110. Controller 
Metz says that the average selling price 
was about 102. 


Awaiting News From Lusitania 
New York, Sept. 11.—That the epoch- 
making Lusitania is ploughing the 
mid-atlantic at a clip of 252-3 knots 
an hour, oceasionally, perhaps, spurt- 
ing to a 26-knot speed, is the calcula- 
tion based on press cable reports from 
London. Wireless communication with 
the great turbine steamer is hourly ex- 
pected by the local agents of the Cu- 
nard line. This will come by way of 
Cape Race, while the great ship is still 
nearly 2000 miles from New York. 
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Consumers In Greater Boston May 


have to Pay Ten Cents a Quart 

Boston, Sept. 11—That the retail 
price of milk in Boston and vicinity 
will be 9 cents a quart at least, and 
possibly 10 cents, was the apparent 
conviction of a delegation of farmers 
and contractors who held a preliminary 
conference in Boston for a discussion 
of the milk situation. 

It was announced that the farmers 
had demanded a higher price from the 
contractors, having voted to demand 
40 cents a can for milk, for which 28 
cents is now paid. The higher prices 
paid fur grain, the drought which had 
killed off cattle and the higher prices 
charged by retailers for milk, were 
the arguments presented by the farm- 
ers for the raise of 12 cents a can de- 
manded,. 

The contractors were inclined to re- 
sent any attempt to jump the retail 
price of milk from 8 cents to 10 cents 
and desired to compromise with the 
farmers and pay 34 cents a can for 
milk and make the retail price 9 cents 
a quart. It was contended that at 40 
cents a can it would be necessary to 
charge 10 cents a quart and 6 cents a 
pint for milk and it was believed the 
falling off in milk consumption would 
make such a raise undesirable. 

It was represented, however, that the 
farmers were firm in their demands, 
and that if the 12 cents raise was not 
granted many of the farmers would 
go out of business. The meeting was 
adjourned to Thursday, when the prices 
will be formally taken up and deter- 
mined for the coming season. 


Steamer Had a Close Call 


Boston, Sept. 11.—The Norwegian 
steamer Bergenhaus had a narrow 
escape from destruction off Cape 
Ann. ‘The weather was thick and

The Bergenhaus, dropped her own 
hook in 30 feet of water.

St. Johns, Sept. 11—In in 
ment published in the form of an in-| 
terview here, Sir Robert Bond, prem-| 


ier of Newfoundland, declared that) 
the modus vivendi recently agreed 
upon by the British 


and American 
governments is “a disgrace to saan 
diplomacy and a shameful sacrifice of 
the interests of the people of the col- 
ony.” The new agreement, which is 
to be in force for one year, pending 
the settlement of the whole fisheries 
question by The Hague tribunal, is 
virtually identical with that of last 
year, according to the premier, 

Sir Robert asserts that only his 
strong protest during the London ne- 
gotiations, after the conference of 
colonial premiers in that city, pre- 
vented the British cabinet from con- 
cluding an infinitely worse compact 
with America. Had this agreement 
been carried through, Bond says that 
it would have contained a clause un- 
dertaking to prevent the serving of 
legal processes by the Newfoundland 
authorities upon British subjects on 
board American vessels in the terri- | 
torial waters of the colony. Under 
the colonial laws a Newfoundland 
fisherman is Hable to prosecution for 
being employed on an American ves- 
sel without first obtaining a license 
from the government. 

The premier expresses the hope 
that his correspondence with the im- 
perial cabinet on this subject will be 
produced in the British parliament. 
He says that his ministry unwaveringly

In conclusion Bond states that the 
colonial government will continue to 
resist the modus vivendi by every 
constitutional means and will uphold 
the sovereignity of the laws. He says 
that the imperial cabinet has admit 
ted that it must be clearly under 
stood that the modus confers no im 
munity on Newfoundland fishermen 
or protects them in disobeying the 
colonial laws,

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| ENGLAND’S MILITARY AIRSHIP 
Trial Trip Shows but One Defect, 
Which Can Be Easily Remedied 
Farnborough, Eng., Sept. 11.—The 
first military dirigible balloon built 
in this country made two trial trips 
yesterday and, with the exception of 


a slight hitch caused by the breaking 
of a belt in the machinery that drove 
the cooling fan, the airship appears to 
jhave answered all the expectations 
of its designers. 

The recent successes of French and 
German army airships have awakened 
kh very great degree of interest in 
England on the subject of aerostatics. 
Reports of the trials leaked out and 
the military authorities, who have 
Steadily been trying to mystify the 
public, found themselves obliged to 
carry out the trials in the presence 
of several hundred people. 

The English airship proved cap- 
able of being easily handled, able to 
travel with and against the wind, and 
most important of all, capable of be* 
ing steered. After making a_ semi 
circle of about two miles around Farn 
borough and Cove Common, an acci 
dent occurred to the engines and in 
spite of the throwing out by the aero 
nauts of ballast, of which the airship 
carried 800 pounds, the balloon settled 
down near some trees. 

At the second tral the machinery 
worked with perfect smoothness 
Various evolutions were performed 
land the ship completed a three mile 
jcircle at an altitude of about half a 
mile. She then descended not far 
from her shed. 

This new airship is a sausage-shap 
ed balloon about 100 feet long by 30 
feet in diameter. It has a lifting ca 
|} pacity of about one ton. The car is 
| shaped like a boat and built of alum- 
| inum and canvass. The petroleum 
for the motors is carried in two tor 
pedo-shaped cylinders above the car 
The engines are so constructed that 
the exhaust vapor is turned into gas 
and carried up into the balloon above 
by means of a tube.

Another Massacre of Jews 

Braila, Rumania, Sept. 11—News has 
reached here of another serious and 
atrocious anti-Jewish outbreak at Kish- 
iney. It is estimated that no less than 
80 Jews lost their lives, The Jewish 
quarter at Kishinev was attacked by 
organized bands of roughs, who looted 
houses and shops and ruthlessly killed 
or wounded all those who attempted to 
defend their property. The Jews are 
fleeing from Kishinev in a state of 
panic. Many of them who tried to 
make thelr way to Rumania were driv- 
en back by the frontier guards. 

Was Jealous of Married Woman 

Chicago, Sept. 11—Edward J. Hilde- 
brand, a painter, 30 years of age, com- 
mitted suicide by shooting through the 
head when about to be arrested for 
the murder of Mrs. Maude Westerfield, 
at whose home he was a boarder. Mrs. 
Westerfield was found shot to death 
in her bed. The husband of the mur- 
dered woman, who is employed at night 
as a printer, when he returned from 
work found the body of his wife with 
a bullet wound in the head. The police 
believe that the crime was due to 
jealousy. 


Accepted “Payments” From Railroad 

St. Louis, Sept 11—After a contest 
behind closed doors that lasted all day, 
the conference of the International As- 
sociation of Machinists voted to oust 
Delegate Warner of New York city, 
who was accused of receiving $10,000 
from the Erie railroad a year ago to 
use his influence in preventing strikes. 
Warner admitted he received quarterly 
payments of $500 from the Brie rail- 
road to use his political influence 
against the widening and deepening of 
the Erie canal. 


Not Gothering With Strike 

Oyster Bay, N. Y., Sept. 11.—Labor 
Commissioner Neill is no longer con- 
cerning himself with the telegraphers’ 
strike and his original effort to bring 
about peace between the telegraph com- 
panies and their former employes rep- 
resented all the part taken by the ad- 
ministration in the controversy. Re- 
ports to the contrary were denied by 
the commissioner upon his leaving 
Sagamore Hill, where he had luncheon 
with the president. 


Fishermen Strayed From Vessel 

North Sydney, C. B., Sept. 11.—The 
Gloucester, Mass., schooner Judique ar- 
rived here and reported that Patrick 
Nolen and Benjamen Gerrior, members 
of the crew, strayed away from the 
vessel during a thick fog and could not 
be found. The Judique was about 48 
miles off Scatterie at the time. 


Failure of Gampears’ Mission 

New York, Sept. 11.—Without having 
accomplished anything toward settling 
the telegraphers’ strike, President 
Gompers of the American Federation of 
Labor left here for his home in Wash- 
ington last night. Gompers said there 
will be no unconditional surrender by 
the strikers. 


Grand Army Convention Opened 

Saratoga, N. Y., Sept. 11.—With the 
formal welcome of Governor Hughes, 
the 41st national Grand Army of the 
Republic encampment was opened 
last evening. Six thousand veterans, 
with members of other patriotic or 
ganizations, filled the hall to over- 
flowing. 


Taft Reviews Fort Lawton Troops 
Seattle, Sept. 11.—Secretary of War 
Taft yesterday visited Fort Lawton. 
He was greeted by a salute of 19 
guns.

The first schoolhouse in north part 
of Quincy, or the “Farms District” as 
it was called.a century ago, Was 
erected in 1794, at a cost of $75.34. 
This house was built on or near the 
estate of the late John J. Glover, 
nearly opposite the estate of the late 
Horace Jenkins on Hancock street, 
It was sold in 1829, to Lemuel Bill- 
ings, and is now a part of the Bill- 
ings estate. 

The second schoolhouse was built 
in compliance with the vote of the 
town near the same site and prompt- 
ed the poem quoted. The deed of 
this land given by Ezra Glover, was 
for $50. William Hinckley received 
for its construction $315; Silas Leon- 
ard for underpinning $40; R. & C. 
Lane for painting $13.64. This was 
occupied as a schoolhouse until 1850 
when it was sold and removed to 
Marsh street at South Quincy, and 
made into a dwelling house. The 
land upon which it stood was sold. 

A lot was purchased nearly op- 
posite, at the corner of Hancock and 
Squantum streets, and a building 
erected for $1,600, which was occu- 
pied until 1873, and has since been 
remodelled into a dwelling house.

“Your letter of resignation is at 
hand. I accept the resignation in the 
spirit in which it is offered and beg 
to thank you most heartily. The hos- 
pital at Foxboro is and has been an 
experiment that Massachusetts is, as 


nounced by Governor 


a pioneer in reform, trying out for the 
benefit of the entire country. It has 


not yet succeeded, but I, for one, am 
not willing to admit that Massachu- 
setts cannot succeed in attacking 
drunkenness as a disease. 

“There is not a member of the board 
of trustees who has not devotedly and 
generously given their services to the 
commonwealth, whose unselfishness 
and honesty of purpose can be fairly 
questioned. The board, however, as a 
matter of fact, contains no professional 
sociologist, no authority on penalogy, 
no trained attorney. 

“Furthermore, new legislation is 
hecessary under which the Foxboro 
hospital shall no longer be an isolated 
institution to which any intemperate 
person, from the casual tramp to the 
hopeless sot, may be sent as any one 
of some seventy odd separate courts 
may in their individual discretion de- 
cree. 

“Drunkenness must be treated under 
new legislation which must be recom- 
mended to the next general court ac- 
cording to a logical, graded and 
herent system in which age and num- 
ber of convictions must be given con- 
sideration. The present haphazard 
System of commitment is unscientific 
and inhumane. The various state in- 
stitutions, including Foxboro, should 
first be rearranged in progressive order. 
The offender should either be released, 
placed on probation or committed to 
one of these, according to his condition. 
Uniform and clearly defined classifi- 
cation must take the place of the mere 
dumping of victims of strong drink 
into this or that institution inthe ab- 
sence of any limitation on the varying 
opinions of the different authorities 
controlling commitment. 

“As the first step towards this ongan- 
ization of the treatment of drunken- 
ness, with the object of its prevention 
and cure, rather than its punishment 


co- 


alone, I have asked one of our most 
successful social reformers to be the 
head of a new board of trustees. Na- 


turally he must be given a free hand 
if he is to succeed at Foxboro. 

“I thank you that you have frankly 
and generously placed the future of 
the institution above any mere ques- 
tion of personal satisfaction and have 
made it possible for me to give him 
not merely worthy helpers, for you 
yourself should be-so classed, but the 
particular kind of helpers he wishes 
and needs.” 

This overturn is the direct result of 
conditions revealed last winter and 
spring when a committee of the gov- 
ernor’s council probed the affairs of 
the Foxboro state hospital, 

This investigation was instituted be- 
cause of complaints about abusive 
treatment of the inmates. As shown 
in ‘the majority report, the gravest 
charges were not proved, but the sys- 
tem followed at the hospital was shown 
to be unscientific and ineffective, and 
that as a treatment for inebriety it 
Was a failure. 

It was found that the institution was 
a house of restraint rather than a hgs- 
pital. 

Robert A. Woods, who has been gse- 
lected to head the new board, took no 
part in the investigation proper, but at 
the close of the probe he was among 
those who were called before the com- 
mittee as experts to give their opinions 
on the general subject of treating dip- 
somaniacs and inebriates.

OLD UNION SECEDES 


PROFESSIONAL 


Lynn Lasters Vote to Form a New AND OTHER CARDS. 


National Organization 

Lynn, Sept. 12.—As a result 
of the factional fight in the Boot and 
Shoe Workers’ Union, an internation- 
al organization, Lasters Union No, 32 
of this city, the oldest union of las- 
ters in the country, and one of those 
which formed the nucleus of the par- 
ent body, last night voted to secede 
from President Tobin’s organization. 
The vote in favor of secession was 391 
to 9. A mass meeting will be held 
next Wednesday night for the purpose 
of organizing the seceders into the 
“Lasters’ Independent Union of Amer- 
ica.” 

The Lynn Lasting Machine Oper- 
ators’ Union seceded from the inter- 
national body a few days ago. The 
Brockton lasters were deprived of their 
charter because they entertained a 
motion to vote on the question of se- 
ceding. 

The fight rose out of the contest be- 
tween John F. Tobin of the interna- 
tional body and Thomas D. Hickey, 
who was a candidate for president in 
the last election. Hickey was declar- 
ed elected on the face of the returns. 
A controversy, which was carried to 
the international convention at To- 
ronto last month, was decided in fa- 
vor of President Tobin and his tick- 
et, which was generally opposed by 
the leaders of Brockton and Lynn.

Three Lives Crushed Out 

Pawtucket, R. IL, Sept. 12.—Three 
men were killed and two seriously in- 
jured by the collapse of a brick arch- 
way on which they were working at 
the Lebanon yarn mills in this city.

They had reached a 
point just above an archway in the 
partition when that portion of the wall 
suddenly gave way, and all the men 
were hurled to the cellar of one of the 
buildings, 58 feet below. 


Holyoke Loses a Leading Citizen 
Holyoke, Mass., Sept. 12.—Former 
State Senator Marcieme H. Whitcomb, 


the originator of the liquor license 
law now in force in many of the cit- 
ies of the commonwealth, died of 


pneumonia at his home in this city. 
He was born in Vernon 70 years ago. 
lor 40 years he was a large real es- 
tate owner. He had held many pub- 
lic offices, including the mayoralty, 
that of senator, chief of police and al- 
derman. He retired from public life 
three years ago.

Louisville, Sept. 12.—Fire for a sec- 
ond time within 10 days visited the 
plants of the Courier-Journal and the 
Times and threatened to destroy 
that portion of the Courier-Journal! of- 
fice building left intact after the dis- 
astrous fire of 10 days ago. The 
flames were subdued with a loss of 
$25,000. The origin of the fire is un- 
known.

Over 100 were killed and 20 of 
them were taken prisoners. The China 
authorities are affording adequate pro- 
tection to the missionaries at Lin-Chow 
and Pakhoi.

Commissioner Burke said it would be 
ready last Tuesday, but now hopes it 
may be occupied next Monday. 

It is the plambing that is now caus- 
ing the delay. 

Supt. Parlin does not dare to an- 
pounce that the building will open next 
week, but requests the Daily Ledger to 
state that the three upper grades and all 
the teachers will assemble at the build- 
ing next Monday morning Sept. 16, at 
9 o’clock. 

If three rooms are ready then the 
school will be opened. If not ready 
other plans may be necessary. Notice 
will be given for the assembling of the 
otber grades. 

Several children who live in the 
Coddington district have been fortunate 
in being admitted to the Cranch build- 
ing for the winter, but the capacity of 
that building has now been reached, 
about 400 pupils being enrolled. This 
is over 100 more than three years ago, 
and more than the Wollaston, Massa- 
chusetts Fields, John Hancock, or 
———___—— | Gridley Bryant. 

The Coddington school building does 
not look today as though it would be 
ready for occupancy next Monday, 
Commissioner Burke however says that 
it will be ready. 

A visit to the building shows that 
the water pipes have been connected 
up, and the sewer pipe laid from the 
main building to Woodward avenue. 
The front part of the basement has 
been partitioned off for the sanitaries. 

A gang of men are at work installing 
the sanitaries, but unless they work 
faster than plumbers usually do it does 
not seem possible that they can be 
made ready for use on Monday. 

No entrance steps or platforms have 
as yet been built, so that tbe pupils 
may enter the buildings. Carpenters 
are at work on these, bowever, and 
without doubt will be able to get steps 
in position by Saturday night. 

Things are still at sixes and sevens in 
the rooms on the first floor so that the 
janitor has been unable to do anything 
here in the way of cleaning the rooms,

Yes- 
terday New Yorkers turned out to 
welcome a steaming craft whose pas- 
fengers breakfasted in Queenstown 
Sunday and lunched in New York Fri- 
day. Both experiments, equally suc- 
cessful, were epoch-making in the mat- 
ter of propulsive power—the Clermynt 
with her side paddles and the new 
Cunarder with her quadruple turbines. 

The voyage of the Lusitania was 
chiefly important in that it was the 
great speed test of the most modern 
propulsive power. This is the view 
taken by her owners, who are satis- 
fied that the practicability of the tur- 
bine for fast scheduled vessels has 
been demonstrated. 

The fact that the Lusitania was able 
to cross the Atlantic in five days and 
64 minutes and on her maiden trip 
mearly equal the best trans-Atlantic 
record, is held to be of secondary im- 
portance. Officials of the line say that 
the Lusitania has done all that was 
expected of her without having been 
pushed for a speed record, and they 
@re confident that she will be able, 
when called upon, to add to her 
achievements the fastest voyage 
across the Atlantic. 

Heretofore, it was pointed out, tur- 
bines have been constructed for mod- 
erate speed, but on the Lusitania and 
her sister ship, the Mauretania, built 
with the greatest government subsidy 
ever paid, was staked the British hope 
that turbine-driven vessels would 
Prove not only the most comfortable 
for passengers, but the swiftest liners 
afloat. The Lucania, hitherto the 
fastest boat of the Cunard line, which 
started to pace the Lusitania with 15 
minutes’ start at Queenstown, reached 
Sandy Hook bar at 9 p. m., 13 hours 
behind the new ship. 

Ernest Cunard, a director of the line, 
who was a passenger on the Lusitania, 
Said: “I came over to see the working 
of the ship in order to see if we could 
improve the Mauretania, now nearing 
completion. I find that I shall have 
no suggestions to make.” 

From the time that the Lusitania 
sailed from Queenstown at noon Sun- 
day until she found a path for herself 
through the new Ambrose channel and 
reached her new pier in North River 
at noon yesterday, the steamer  be- 
haved splendidly and, according to the 


agents here, shoowed no defects.” 

The proudest man aboard was the 
man on the bridge, Capt. Watt, whe 
said: “She is the fastest ship yet 
built. We did not try to press her 
on this trip because her machinery is 
new and it might endanger her. We 


passed through enough rough weather 


to prove that she is a good sea boat. 
She did better than we expected. I 
understand that some passengers were

If here could be a railroad to the 
top of the hill from some convenient 
point there would be great rejoicing, 
and the pleasure of a visit to this 
beautiful place would be greatly en- 
hanced. The land belongs to the 
people, they are taxed for its main- 
tenance, and a railroad should be 
built for their accommodation. There 
is no question about the enterprise 
being a financial success. If 50,000 
people pay five cents for the privilege 
of “shooting the chutes” at the beach- 
es every year, they certainly would 
find infinitely more pleasure and 
profit by paying double the amount 
for a round-trip ticket to and from 
the top of Blue Hill. 

Quincy people would be pleased if 
they could reach “Big Blue” by 
electrics without going to Boston. It 
is a round about and expensive way 
to go via Milton and Mattapan, or by 
Neponset, Fields Corner, Milton Low- 
er Mills and Mattapan, or to Dudley 
street and Mattapan. 

There should be a line of electrics 
through the reservation on a right 
of way built by the street railway, 
from West street at West Quincy to 
Randolph avenue and_ thence 
Houghtons pond and Big Blue.

In the playout contest the prize for 
the 3-horse hitch went to Combina- 
tion 1, for the 2-horse hitch to Com- 
bination 3, and the 1-horse hitch to 
Hose 4. These prizes were red pen- 
nants on which were the letters “Q. 
mm: -D:” 

In presenting the prizes Mayor 
Thompson made a few remarks to 
each in commendation of their good 
work. It was pleasing to note that 
when a company received a prize it 
was cheered by the loosing compan- 
ies. Each company also have three 
cheers on receiving its prize. 

While the exhibition was in pro- 
gress Chief Burrell, Lieut. ; McKay 
and a large squad of officers were 
on duty in City Square and although 
ropes were used they had a _ hard 
time keeping the crowd back. There 
were several narrow escapes from 
accidents, but fortunately there was 
none during the exhibition. There 
was, however, one after the firemen 
were through and while they were 
leaving for quarters. A boy named 
John McConarty got directly in front 
of one of Penniman’s carriages driven 
by George Morrissey and was 
knocked down.

Woman's Children Witnessed Deadly 
Deed of Their Stepfather 

Boston, Sept. 16—Ferdinando RI- 
basso shot and instantly killed his wife, 
Mary, following a quarre! at their home 
in Somerville. Mrs. Ribasso was 47 
years old and her husband is about 40. 
The woman was a widow when Ribasso 
matried her 18 months ago, Two boys, 
ehildren by her former husband, wit- 
nessed the shooting. Ribasso was ar- 
rested. 

The plea of Ribasso will be self-de- 
fense. Through his counsel he hopes 
to show that there was a conspiracy 
between the murdered woman and her 
children to do him bodily harm, The 
government, however, intends to show 
that the act was premeditated, from 
the fact that two shots were fired at 
the woman. 

That the affair of Saturday night is 
the culmination of a serious quarrel] 
between the two was stated yesterday 
by relatives of the dead woman. Her 
eldest daughter, Mrs. Di Grazia, says 
that her stepfather had repeatedly 
quarreled with her mother. Mrs. Di 
Grazia suys that her mother and Ri- 
basso were married June 27 of last 
year, after the man had been haled into 
court to answer a charge of assault and 
battery upon her. 


Great Charitable Work 

Boston, Sept. 16.—The regular sum- 
mer season of the Boston floating hos- 
pital, which began on July 2, has come 
to a close, a review of the summer's 
work showing that many hundreds of 
babies of the city have received great 
benefit from the daily trips down the 
harbor under the care of experienced 
nurses. ‘The hospital boat has missed 
but one day of the 75 she has been in 
commission this summer. The capacity 
of the boat is about 250, so that through 
the season fully 18,000 delicate little 
ones of the city’s congested districts 
have taken the trips.

It main- 
tains that the fuse was lighted from 
outside of the house, and that the al- 
leged bomb was prepared in the lodge. 
The police also say they were kept in 
ignorance of Ashtown’s arrival home, 
that the dogs had been tied up, that no 
entrance was effected from the outside, 
and that the window at which the ex- 
plosion occurred was open when the 
bomb was fired. This report is taken 
as an allegation that Ashtown is at 
the head of an organization for dissemi- 
nation of anti-Irish news. 


Indians Won't Give Up Murderer 

Tucson, Ariz., Sept. 16.—-There is a 
serious situation as a result of the re 
fusal of the Papago Indian tribe to sur 
render anu Indian named Johns, who 
murdered a Mexican. Sheriff Pacheco 
called upon the rangers for help and 
10 of them, with the sheriff’s posse, 
left for the scene, which is in a remote 
inaccessible country 100 miles from 
Tucson. The Indians are usually 
peaceable, but now threaten death to 
any whites who venture into their vyil- 
lage. 


Preachers and Police Pummelied 

East St. Louis, Ills., Sept. 16.—An- 
gered by a speech against the Cathohic 
church and by the announcement of a 
lecture, alleged to be an expose of im- 
morality among the clergy, several hun- 
dred men attacked two street preachers, 
members of the “Band of Holiness,” 
beat and bruised them and even pum- 
melled the policemen who came to their 
rescue.

NEWS IN BRIEF 


While arranging a tackle on the roof 
of a house at Boston, preparatory to 
hoisting a piano into the upper floor of 
the house, Norman Horne, aged 30, fell 
to the ground, 30 feet below, and was 
instantly killed. 

The Methodist church, which re- 
placed the one destroyed by fire on Dec. 
10, 1906, was dedicated at Oldtown, Me. 
The collection taken up at the exer- 
cises wiped out the church debt of $480. 

Walter Scott, a pioneer printing press 
manufacturer, died at his home in 
Plainfield, N. J., following a stroke of 
paralysis. He was largely instrumental 
in perfecting the color press. He also 
invented a folding machine for the 
Webb press. 

Tomasso Moretti, aged 35, was killed 
by a trolley car while walking on the 
track at Warwick, R. I.

TWENTY-FIVE KILLED 


Crash of Freight and Passenger 
Trains Near Canaan, N. H. 


ONE CAR IS TELESCOPED 


Was Crowded With Passengers, Few 
cf Whom escaped Death or Injury 
~Operators of Long Service Mud- 


died Telegraphed Statement of 


Position of Trains 


White River Junction, Vt., Sept. 16.— 
A head-on collision between a south- 
bound Quebec express and a 
bound freight train on the 
division of the Boston and Maine road 
occurred four miles north of Canaan, 
N. H., early Sunday, due to a mistake 
in train dispatchers’ orders, and from a 
demolished passenger coach there were 
taken out 24 dead and dying and 27 
other passengers more or less wound- 
ed, one of whom has since died. 

Nearly all those who were in the fa- 
tal car were returning from a fair at 
Sherbrooke, Que., 160 miles north. 
The conductor of the freight train was 
given to understand that he had plenty 
of time to reach a siding by the night 
operator at Canaan station, receiving, 
according to the superintendent of the 
division, a copy of a telegraph order 
from the train dispatcher at Concord 
which coufused the train numbers 30 
and 34. 

The wreck occurred just after the 
express had rounded into a straight 
stretch of track, but owing to the early 
morning mist neither engineer saw the 
other's headlight until it was too late. 

The south-bound train originated at 
Sherbrooke Saturday evening, where it 
picked up two sleepers from Quebee 
and two more on the way down, It 
consisted of the baggage car, passen- 
ger coach and smoking car in that or-

The train left White River Junction 
at 3:50 a. m. Sunday. 40 minutes late, 
and was followed 20 minutes later by 
the Montreal express, over the Central 
Vermont railroad. The Quebec train 
{s known as No. 30, and the Montreal 
train as No. 34. 

In the meantime a  north-bound 
freight train known as No. 267 had ar- 
rived at Canaan, 18 miles down the 
road, at 4:10 a. m.,on time. According 
to Division Superintendent Ray, J. W. 
Crowley, the night train dispatcher at 
Concord, sent a dispatch to John 
Greeley, the night operator at Canaan, 
that No. 34 was 70 minutes late. The 
order which Conductor Lawrence of 
the freight showed after the accident 
distinctly states that No. 30 instead of 
No. 34 was 70 minutes late. Conductor 
Lawrence, believing that he had suffi- 
clent time in the 70 minutes to reach 
the side track at West Canaan, four 
miles beyond, before No. 30 reached it, 
ordered his train ahead. Ray declares 
that the accident was due to the mis- 
take in placing a cipher after the three 
in the number of the train instead of a 
four. 

The morning was a dull, misty one, 
and the long freight train lumbered up 
the long grade toward West Canaan at 
the usual speed. On the other side of 
the curve was the Quebec express, 
sliding down the single track with her 
heavy load of passengers and the four 
heavy sleepers in the rear. The freight 
train was on a straight piece of track, 
about a mile in length, and the Quebec 
express had rounded a curve into this 
stretch when the two engineers saw 
the headlights of the opposite train 
burst out of the fog. 


Both engineers set their brakes and 
then jumped, while the two great lo- 
comotives crashed into each other and, 
locked in a firm embrace, rolled into the 
ditch. 

The baggage car was hurled back into 
the passenger coach like a great ram 
and tore it asunder from end to end. 
As it did so the rear end of the car rose 
up so that when it stopped at the for- 
ward end of the smoker, which was be- 
hind the passenger coach, it was well 
Inclined. A few windows were broken 
in the smoking car, and al! the Pull- 
mans were uninjured. 

But in the ill-fated passenger coach 
death stalked from end to end. This 
ear was filled with wore than 40 peo- 
ple. One of those who esenped said 
that as the train was rounding a curve 
someone in the front of the car began 
to sing, so that nearly every one was 
awake when the crash came. 

Those who were in the other cars and 
recovered their dazed senses jumped 
out to tbe side of the track oud Lur- 
ried to the demolished passenger ¢: ch, 
where groans, cries and shrieks were 
,rending the air. Fortunately, with 
the engines off to one side, the wreck- 
age did not take fire and add further 
horror to the already dreadfui scene. 

The train hands, seconded by the 
passengers from the sleeping cars, 
groped their way among the ruins and 
began the work of rescue. The bodies 
of the dead were laid beside the track, 
while the rescuers turned their atten- 
tion to those who needed aid. Great 
beams were lifted, pieces of joists were 
thrown aside and the bleeding and 
mangled forms were dragged out. 
Wounds were hastily bound up and 
deep cuts staunched by bedding from 
the sleepers. The little hand worked 
diligently and faithfully in the dawn- 
ing light before the do¢tors came. 

The neighborhood is}a sparsely set- 
tied one, but the few farmers were 


| 
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easily aroused atid lent evety aid to 
the work of succor. In the meantime 
the word had been dispatched to this 
place and to Concord and Hanover, and 
within an hour a large force of physi- 
clans were hurrying to the scene. 

The accident was not without its 
heroes, and one of these was Frank 
Ryan, a brakeman on the express. 

{yan was caught in the wreck and had 
an artery severed. He was unconscious 
for nearly 15 minutes and when he re- 
gained his senses his first thought was 
of the Montreal express, which he 
knew was fhundering down on the 
wreck with no brakeman in the rear to 
wave a warning signal. In afew husky 
words Ryau told of the approaching 
danger and the Montreal express was 
stopped only a quarter of a mile from 
the rear of the wrecked train. 

The passengers on the Montreal ex- 
press also assisted in the work of res- 
cue and care of the wounded. Among 
the West Canaan farmers was Benja- 
min Briggs, who was one of the first 
at the scene, and two hours later he 
drew out the body of a woman. On 
turning up the face Briggs looked into 
that of his mother and almost collapsed 
from grief. Mrs. Briggs had been visit- 
ing friends in the north and was on 
her way to Boston. 

The sun, which rose about the time 
the first doctors reached the scene, dis- 
closed to them the full extent of the 
disaster. The sides of the passenger 
coach lay on either side of the track. 
A little farther on was a tangled mass 
of iron and steel from which the steam 
was still rising and which had once 
been two locomotives. Off to one side 
was a crowd of people hurrying from 
one writhing form to another in a vain 
attempt to ease the pain and stop the 
flow of blood. On the other side of the 
track all were silent, as one by one the 
bodies of the dead were laid in an ever 
increasing row. 

As soon as practicable the more se- 
riously injured were taken to a train 
and conveyed back to this place and 
then up the river to Hanover, N. H., 
where they were given treatment at 
the Margaret Hitchcock hospital at 
Dartmouth college. 

The railroad officials were notified 
very soon after the accident. Conductor 
Brown of the express called Superin- 
tendent Ray on the telephone, and that 
official, with several others and a force 
of doctors from Concord, arrived at 
the scene at 7:30. 

Superintendent Ray quickly began 
an investigation of the cause and yes- 
terday afternoon gave out the following 
statement: 

“The accident was due to a misun- 
derstanding between J. A. Crowley, the 
night dispatcher at Concord, who has 
been in the service seven years, and 
John Greeley, the night operator at 
Canaan, who has seen 23 years’ service, 
in transmitting a train order. One of 
these two men made the fatal error of 
taking a cipher for a four. 

“The train order which Conductor 
Lawrence of the freight signed for at 
Canaan station said that train No. 30 
was running an hour and 10 minutes 
iate. On this order the freight conduc- 
tor could easily have made the side 
track at West Canaan and this was his 
intention. 

Ordinarily train No. 34 follows No. 30 
35 minutes later, but the freight con- 
ductor held an order received at West 
Hanover that No. 34 was 40 minutes 
late. It was the freight conductor's 
intention then to keep on to West Ca- 
naan. Train Dispatcher Crowley of 
Concord states that he told the Canaan 
operator that No. 34 was an hour and 
10 minutes late. It was this mistake 
of taking a cipher for a figure four that 
caused the wreck,” 


“Vanted to Kill Motorman 

New York, Sept. 16.—With clubs and 
revolvers drawn, a squad of reserve po- 
licemen fought a mob of infuriated Ital- 
jans numbering thousands, who tried 
to lynch Garrett Monrissey, a motor- 
man, after his car had run over and 
killed a 9-year-old boy. ‘To save him 
from the wrath of the mob it became 
necessary to lock him in a store. In 
the meantime the car was lifted from 
the track, thrown on its side, regardless 
of passengers in it, and wrecked. The 
police, after half an hour of dangerous 
work, dispersed the mob and restored

Doctor Died From Morphine 
New York, Sept. 17.—An investiga- 
tion into the alleged irregularities in 
the report to the health authorities of 
the death of Dr. A. W. Shepard of 
Brooklyn, who left an estate of $4,- 
000,000, disclosed that the physician 
had died of morphine, self-administered 
Three months ago Shepard, who was 
66 years of age, married his house 
keeper.

Mr. Lodge explained that his address 
had been prepared at Washington some 
months previously and that he pre 
sented it because he did not think the 
gravity of the measure and its far 
reaching effect were fully appreciated 
by the people generally. He said: 

“The bill would mean nothing less 
than a complete revolution in the fabric 
of our government and would under 
mine and ultimately break down the 
representative principles in our political 
and governmental system. It found its 
origin, I think, among those small 
groups whose avowed purpose is to de- 
Stroy our present institutions and forms 


}of government and replace them with

socialism or anarchy. 

“Those who supported the bill ap- 
peared to be under the pleasing delu- 
sion that no questions would find their 
way into the ballot except those which 
made for the obvious improvement of 
soclety or those which advanced their 
own particular interests. There could 
be no more mistaken belief. The 
adroit and unscrupulous, with schemes 
for their own profit, or with devices to 
injure their opponents, would be much 
more likely to get questions placed up- 
on the ballot than any one else. 

“I have seen it asserted that this 
system would break the power of the 
‘boss’ and the lobbyist. On the con 
trary, it would give to those who make 
a business of politics and who seek leg 
islation for their own profit an un- 
rivalled opportunity, for they would be 
always prepared; they would have their 
5000 signatures always ready: they 
would shut out by dummy questions all 
questions they did not like and place 
upon the ballot artfully drawn ques- 
tions to serve their own purposes. 

“Where organization, money and per- 
fect that re- 
quired, the professional with a personal 
or pecuniary interest at stake and un- 
troubled by scruples will defeat and 
outwit the amateur and outsider nine 
times in ten. To compel the people to 
legislate in a manner practically im- 
possible for any large body of voters is 
to do an injustice to the people them- 
selves. 

“There could be no greater travesty 
on popular government than a system 
which would permit a majority of a 
minority of the voters to force upon the 
State any law they chose.” 

The public opinion bill provided that 
on request of 1000 voters for the sub- 
mission of any question for an expres- 
sion of opinion the state ballot law 
commission should frame the question 
and upon 5000 voters signing applica- 
tions the question should be placed upon 
the ballot at election.

OIL TRUST PROFITS

Btandard Company of New Jersey 
Controlled Nearly Four Score Sub- 
sidiary Companies--Officials Hazy 

& as to Liquidating Records 


New York, Sept. 18.—Delving inte 
the financial workings of the Standard 
Oil company of New Jersey, the holding 
company of all the subsidiary organiza- 
tions of the so-called oil trust, Prank B. 
Kellogg, conducting the federal suit for 
the dissolution of the company, brought 
forth to public view for the first time 
the enormous profits made by the 
Standard Oil company. 

a period of eight years, from 1899 
to ivu6 inelusive, the Standard Oil com- 
pany, on a statement spread upon the 
record of yesterday's hearings, was 
shown to have earned the total profits 
of $490,315,934, or at the rate of more 
than $61,000,000 a year, and distributed 
to its shareholders in the same period 
$308,359,403. 

While the company was earning 
these vast sums in the refining of oil 
the statements adduced at the hearing 
show that between 1899 and 1906 the 
assets of the company grew by leaps 
and bounds from $200,791,523 to $371,- 
664,581. The capital stock is $98,338,- 
882. 

Financiers and those seeking knowl- 
edge of the exact profits of the Stand- 
ard company have striven vainly to 
obtain the figures which Kellogg suc- 
ceeded in placing upon the records of 
the court. The Standard Oil company 
makes no statement of its business, and 
other than the declaration of a dividerd 
it makes no public announcement by 
which its business may be gauged. 

The hearing brought out much infor- 
mation which Kellogg obtained from 
the Standard Oi] company, including a 
statement showing that the Standard 
Oil company of New Jersey controlled 
by stock ownership over 70 companies 
engaged in the refining and the trans- 
portation by pipe line of oil on Sept. 
14, 1907. The Standard Oil has always 
carefully guarded the list of its substi- 
diary companies and the amount of its 
shareholdings. The list showed that 
the Standard Oi] company of New Jer- 
sey owned $999,000 of the total capital 
stock of $1,000,000 of the Standard Oil 
company of Indiana, which was re- 
cently fined $29,240,000 by Judge Lan- 
dis at Chicago. 

Mr. Kellogg’s efforts to obtain infor- 
mation of the records of the liquidating 
trustees, who had charge of the liquida- 
tion of the Standard Oll trust and the 
exchange of the liquidating trust cer- 
tificates for the shares of the Standard 
Oil company of New Jersey, were not 
rewarded. 

Charles M. Pratt, secretary of the 
Standard Oil company, who testified 
that he had been a liquidating trustee, 
said he did not know the whereabouts 
of the records, and could recall but lit- 
tle regarding the liquidation of the 
Standard Oi! trust. 

Clarence Fay, assistant comptroller 
for the Standard company, the final 
witness yesterday, was also unable to 
give the government's inquisitor the 
information he desired, which caused 
Kellogg to remark just before the hear- 
ing closed that he thought it strange 
that no one in the Standard Oil company 
seemed to know where the records of 
the liquidating trustees could be found. 


Pettibone In Serious Condition 

Boise, Ida., Sept. 18.—-George A. Pet- 
tibone was unable to appear in the dis- 
trict court yesterday to have his case 
set for trial. An affidavit of the at- 
tending physician states that Pettibone 
is suffering from ulcer of the bladder, 
which, unless soon checked, will prove 
fatal. An operation may be necessary, 
but it is feared the patient will be un- 
able to survive it. 


Bayonets Used on Rioters 

Rome, Sept. 18.—Agrarian troubles 
have broken out again in southern 
Italy. The troops present are insuffi- 
clent to cope with the rioters, who al- 
ready have done much damage to prop- 
erty. There have been frequent con- 
filcts among the strikers, the non-strik- 
ers and the troops, in which the sol- 
diers have used their bayonets freely. 


Deadlock on Price of Milk 

Boston, Sept. 18—A conference be- 
tween the officials of the Boston Co- 
operative Milk Producers’ company and 
representatives of the milk contractors 
over the prices to be paid the producers 
for milk the coming winter was ad- 
journed late last night, the parties being 
in a deadlock. The conference will be 
resumed today. 


Racehorse Driver Badly Hurt 
Steubenville, O., Sept. 18.—In a col- 
lision between drivers and horses at 
the race track here G. A. Sunderlin of 
Lebanon, N. H., a driver, was probably 
fatally hurt. When the accident oc- 
curred Sunderlin was thrown to the 

ground and his horse fel! upon him. 


Gain For No-License 

Kansas City, Sept. 18.—Laclede, 
Ozark, Dode and Benton counties voted 
yesterday to exclude saloons under the 
new local option law in Missouri. 
These counties make 57 out of 114 coun- 
ties that have voted to drive out the sa- 
loona.

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NO UNPLEASANT FEELING 


Japanese and Amer.cans Continue to 
Be on Best of Terms 

Oyster Bay, N. Y., Sept. 18.—That 
President Roosevelt is keenly inter- 
ested in aseertaining the actual senti- 
ment of the population of Japan to- 
@ards the United States was developed 
m the visit to Sagamore Hill of General 
Wright, the retiring ambassador to 
Japan. 

Mr. Wright said that the San Fran- 
cisco school incident was the only 
thing that had disturbed the Japanese 
at home, and that the action of the 
American government in that matter 
had quieted all feeling which had de- 
veloped. 

As to the visit of the battleship fleet 
to the Pacific, Wright announced that, 
recognizing the entire right and advan- 
tage to the United States in doing as it 
pleased with its navy, Japan felt no re- 
sentment, nor, in his opinion, would the 
cruise be made the basis of the de- 
velopment of any unpleasant feeling 
between the two countries. Americans 
were invading Japan, he said, rather 
than Japan invading the United States. 
More American travelers had visited 
Japan during the past winter than ever 
before, and their treatment, Wright 
said, had bes. not only devoid of un- 
pleasantness, but cordial on the part 
of the Japanese. 


Crazy Man at Sagamore Hill 

Oyster Bay, N. Y., Sept. 18—A 
stranger who described himself as Or- 
land Coland, farmer, of Oxford, Ala., 
had reached the front door of the presi- 
dent's home at Sagemore Hill last 
night when he was detected and headed 
off by a secret service agent. To the 
officer he explained that he wished to 
enlist the aid of Mr. Roosevelt in the 
collection of an obligation of $10,000,- 
000 from John D. Rockefeller in return 
for his services in connection with a 
murder trial at St. Paul. He was 
hustled on the first train for New York.

Pittsburg, Sept. 18—Ludwig Szezy- 
giel, a Roman Catholic priest from Chi- 
caga. who has been on trial for the 
murder of Andrew and Stephen 
Starzynski, brothers, was convicted of 
murder in the second degree. To pro- 
tect himself from the supreme penalty 
of the law the priest unburdened his 
past life, confessing many shortcom- 
ings. He admitted that he had killed 
the brothers, but claimed that it was 
done in self-defense, and that he was 
drunk at the time. 


Chicago Rejects New Charter 
Chicago, Sept. 18.—The new charter 
authorized by the state legislature at 
its last session for the city of Chicago 
was rejected by the voters at the special 
election by a majority of over 62.000. 
Little more than half of the registered 
vote was cast. Mayor Busse issued a 
statement last night saying that the 
charter’s adoption “would have en- 
abled the administration to accomplish 
many public improvements which 
would have been of lasting benefit to the 
city.” 


Money For Masons’ Sons 
Philadelphia, Sept. 18.—More than 
$1,000,000 has been left to the Masonic 
grand lodge of Pennsylvania as a fund 
for the establishment and maintenance 
of an institution for the support and 
education of male orphans of Masons 
under the provisions of the will of 
Thomas R. Patton, treasurer of the 
grand lodge for 34 years, who died Sept. 
13. The estate left by Patton is valued 
at over $2,000,000, of which a consider- 
able part is bequeathed to relatives. 


Life In Balance For Third Time 
Hopewell Cape, N. B., Sept. 18.—For 
the third time Thomas F. Collins has 
been placed on trial on the charge of 
murdering Mary A. McAuley, house- 
keeper for the late Rev. E. J. McAuley, 
a Catholic priest. At the first trial Col- 
lins was found guilty and sentenced to 
death, but a new trial was secured on a 
technicality. The jury disagreed on the 
second trial, and a third was ordered. 
Since the first trial Fr. McAuley has 
died. 


Humorist Visits Financier 
Fairhaven, Mass., Sept. 18.—Samuel 
L. Clemens (Mark Twain) is the guest 
of Henry H. Rogers at the summer resi- 
dence of the latter here. Clemens 
came over from New York on the New 
Bedford line steamer. Rogers and his 
literary guest went for an automo- 
bile ride, Rogers acting as his own 
chauffeur in operating an electric vic- 
toria. 


New Jersey Democrats’ Choice 
Trenton, Sept. 18.—Frank S. Katzen- 
bach, Jr., of Trenton, was unanimously 
nominated for governor by the Demo- 
cratic state convention on the first bal- 
lot. The convention was entirely har- 
monious. The principal feature of the 
platform was a declaration for a gen- 
eral house-cleaning in state depart- 
ments. 


Democrats and Prohibition Win 
Kansas City, Sept. 18 —Reports from 
the Oklahoma elections indicate that 
prohibition has carried and it is prob- 
able that the constitution has been ac- 
cepted and that Haskell (Dem.) has 
been elected governor. 


Alleged Forger Arrested 
Portland, Me., Sept. 18.—Joseph 
Beillet, aged 40, was arrested here at 
the request of the Worcester (Mass.) 
police authorNies, by whom he is want- 
ed on the charge of forgery. He will 
be taken to Worcester.

Statemeut Regarding Records of 
Train Dispatcher’s Order 


INQUIRY ON CANAAN WRECK 


Railroad Officials Find That Train- 
men Acted Jn Accordance With 
Authorized Orders--Fatal Blunder 
Not Yet Satisfactorily Explained 


Concord, N. H., Sept. 18.—A_state- 
ment that the records at the station of- 
fices at Concord, White River Junction 
and Canaan show a discrepancy in the 
reading of the order sent out by the 
train dispatcher at Concord on Sunday 
morning last regarding the movements 
of the Quebec express, which was 
wrecked at West Canaan with a loss of 
25 lives, was made by General Manager 
Barr of the Boston and Maine railroad 
in this city. Barr added that the rea- 
son for the discrepancy “is not satisfac- 
torily explajned, either by the records 
or other evidence thus far secured.” 
The statement does not place the blame 
for the disaster upon any individual. 

The investigation begun by the rail- 
road officials Monday was completed in 
this city yesterday. In the course of the 
two days’ investigation the officials ex- 
amined the train crews of the two 
wrecked trains, together with Train 
Dispatcher Browley of Concord and Op- 
erator Greeley of Canaan. Barr's 
statement was given out late yesterday 
and was as follows: 

“A careful investigation of all the 
facts in connection with the accident at 
West Canaan has been made by the 
general and division operating officials 
of the Boston and Maine railroad. 
Statements have been made by the 
train crews of colliding trains Nos, 30 
and 267, showing that train No. 30 held 
an order that they were to run 40 min- 


utes late. Train No. 267 held an order 
that train No. 30 would run 70 minutes 
late. 


“Endorsements on each of these or- 
ders show that they were handled in 
the regulation way and in accordance 
with well known and perfectly plain 
rules, they bearing the authorized sig- 
nature of the division superintendent, 
the train dispatcher and the operators. 
It is manifest, therefore, that so far as 
the trainmen of these two trains were 
concerned they were acting entirely in 
accordance with their authorized or- 
ders. 

“The system of train dispatching in 
use on the Boston and Maine railroad 
and other railroads of the country, 
known as the double order system, re- 
quires that all trains affected by an 
order must have a duplicate of that 
given to each. ‘This system has been 
used for more than 20 years on nearly 
all of the American rai!ways and has 
been approved by the American Rail- 
way association, representing at least 
85 percent of all the railroads in this 
country. 

“Train orders are issued by the train 
dispatcher over the signature of the 
division superintendent, which he Is au- 
thorized to use, together with his own 
initials. They are transmitted to the 
operators at the stations where the 
trains affected are to receive them. 
Immediately on receipt of an order, the 
operator at each of the receiving sta- 
tlons repeats the order to the train dis- 
patcher and the first repetition is copied 
In what is known as ‘the train order 
book’ in the train dispatcher’s office. 
Each subsequent repetition is carefully 
checked word by word by the dispatcher 
underlining each word in the first copy 
O. K., and the time this repetition is re- 
ceived is communicated to each opera- 
tor and by him endorsed on the order. 

“The conductor and engineer of each 
train affected is required to sign his 
name on the order. These signatures 
are then sent to the train dispatcher, 
who says ‘complete’ and gives the time 
and signs initials of the division super- 
{ntendent. This is endorsed on the or- 
der by the operator and a copy deliv- 
ered to the conductor and the engineer 
of each of the trains affected, one copy 
being retained by the operator. No or- 
der can be acted upon until the word 
‘complete,’ the time, and the initials of 


the division superintendent are en- 
dorsed on it. 
“It is found by the records in the 


train dispatcher’s office at Concord that 
order No. 4 was sent to train 34 at 
White River Junction and to No. 267 at 
Canaan, reading: ‘Number (34) thirty- 
four will run one (1) hour and ten (10) 
minutes late West Lebanon to East 
Andover.’ This is properly checked and 
all rules in regard to the transmission 
of train orders seem to have been ob- 
served by the dispatcher at Concord. 
The copy of order No. 4 at White River 
Junction office reads: ‘Number thirty- 
four (24) will run one (1) hour and ten 
(10) minutes late,’ while the copy of or- 
der No. 4 at Canaan reads: ‘Number 
thirty (80) will run one (1) hour and ten 
(10) minutes late.’ 

“The reason why this order reads 
differently at these two points is not 
satisfactorily explained either by the 
records or other evidence thus far ge- 
cured.”

Director General of Jamestown 
Exposition Resigns Office 


A MATTER OF SELF RESPECT 


Says His Right to Direct Manner of 
Entertaining Distinguished Visitors 
Was Denied by President Tucker, 
Who Claimed to Be Social Head 


Norfolk, Sept. 18—In a letter ad- 
dressed to the committee of directors 
which arranged a settlement of differ- 
ences existing some weeks ago between 
himself and President Tucker of the 
Jamestown exposition, James M. Barr 
requests to be relieved of his duties as 
Continued 
between Tucker and Barr over the so- 


director general. conflict 


cial features of the exposition cause 
Barr’s action. He claims he cannot 
continue in his position and maintain 
his self-respect. 

Barr’s resignation came as a bomb- 
shell in the camp of the exposition offi- 
cials, although it was known to the 
committee named by the directors re- 
cently to settle the misunderstanding 
between Barr and Tucker in reference 
to the social functions at the tercenten- 
nial that Barr was not satisfied with 
the adjustment announced. Barr said: 

“When I consented to accept this of- 
fice as a public duty, without compensa- 
tion, to save the exposition from im- 
pending failure, it was with the dis- 
tinct condition that I be placed in un- 
divided control thereof. This condi- 
tion was accepted by the directors of 
the company, who amended the  by- 
aws so as to place such control in me. 

“The president of the company has 
recently set up the claim, in conflict 
with the by-laws, that he is the social 
head of the exposition, and denies my 
right to direct the manner of entertain- 
ing distinguished visitors to the expo 
sition. 

“As the failure to treat distinguished 
visitors to the exposition on the day of 
its opening and since, with the courtesy 
due them, has brought discredit and 
great loss thereto, as is commonly 
known, it is clear their treatment is a 
matter of business interest to the ex- 
position and vital to its success. 

“As I am practically powerless un- 
der the conditions existing to act In this 
matter as the interests of the exposition 
demand, and as I cannot continue to 
work for the exposition under condi- 
tions existing without sacrifice of self- 
respect, I have decided to take this ac- 
tion.” 

President Tucker declined to make 
any statement regarding the resigna- 
tion. Barr left for New York last night. 
The board of directors will meet at 
once and itis believed that the resigna- 
tion will be accepted. Thomas S. South- 
gate is among those mentioned for the 
office. 


Dog Bit Five Persons 
Phillipsburg, N. J., Sept. 18.—On 
Sunday a dog ran through this town. 
He bit a number of persons and then 
the cry of “mad dog” was set up. A 
search was instituted and the canine 
caught and killed. The head was sent 
to the Pasteur institute, Brooklyn, and 
word came back yesterday that the dog 
had had rabies. The police thereupon 
sent five persons who were bitten to 
Brooklyn for treatment at the town’s 
expense. All dogs found running at 
large in Phillipsburg are to be killed, 


Poor Coal Is Dangerous 
Boston, Sept. 18.—Because of the al- 
leged poor quality of the coal, and the 
very high percentage of sulphur in the 
fuel, the school committee has ordered 
all the fuel in the bins of the West Rox- 
bury high school and the Charles Sum- 
ner school removed. The school com- 
mittee, in a report, says the keeping 
of the present coal in the bins would 
place the buildings in danger of fire. 
The coal was purchased from the low- 
est bidder on a contract call asking for 

New River coal of best quality. 


Murdered by Someone Unknown 

Cambridge, Mass., Sept. 18.—Lulgi 
Marra of Boston was murdered on May 
24 last, uccording to the finding of 
Judge Copeland of the Newton court, 
rendered after an inquest Into the man’s 
death and just filed here. Marra’s 
body was found in the woods in New- 
ton, with a deep cut on the head and 
two bullet wounds on the body. Cope- 
land finds that Marra met his death by 
reason of bullets fired by someone un- 
known. 


Lipton’s ‘‘Chances Are Excellent’’ 

Dublin, Sept. 18.—It is believed that 
the conditions of Sir Thomas Lipton’s 
challenge for the America’s cup, sent 
to the New York Yacht club on the 
steamer Umbria, involve racing under 
the new American rating and rules. If 
the conditions are accepted Sir Thomas 
will build two boats. Experienced 
yachtsmen here believe that under the 
conditions suggested Sir Thomas’ 
ebances are excellent. 


Pennsylvania's Coal Production 

Harrisburg, Sept. 18.—Returns to 
the state bureau of industrial statistics 
for the year 1906 show that the value 
of the anthracite coal mined was $124,- 
307,492, and the aggregate amount of 
wages paid the persons employed in 
and about the mines was $76,863,000. 
During the year 1906 there were 951 
bituminous coal mines in operation and 
the market value of the bituminous coal 
was $159,226,444.

Mrs. Goodwin, Long Sought by Po- 
lice, Arrested at Newburyport 

Newburyport, Mass., Sept. 18.—Miss 
Bertha A. Goodwin, who has practiced 
law bere and in Amesbury and Haver- 
dill, and is well known for her affecta- 
tion of male attire, was placed under 
arrest here last night at the request of 
the officers of Pittsburg.

As 
well as being a lawyer, she is under- 
stood to have acted as a newspaper 
correspondent for New York and other 
papers.

Mellen also states that, in 
view of the plain opposition shown so 
widely to the merger, he will take no 
action to press the subject hereafter 
unless there are proofs that this oppo- 
sition has disappeared. 


{Returned Home and Killed Himself 

Lebanon, Conn., Sept. 18.—The body 
of Thomas Blacker, aged 16, who about 
a year ago mysteriously disappeared 
and who was thought to have been 
drowned, was found last evening in his 
father’s barn with a bullet hole In the 
head. Young Blacker had run away 
from his home. A week ago last night, 
however, Blacker was seen near his fa- 
ther’s farm, and it is supposed that he 
shot himself on that night. Fears of an 
unwelcome reception, it is believed, 
prompted the lad to take his life. 

Nantucket Bars Automobiles 

Nantucket, Mass., Sept. 18.—Frank

Lewiston, Me., Sept. 18.—The Cob- 
bossecontee Colony, a summer hotel, 
together with two cottages and  out- 
buildings, a boathouse and a number 
of boats, owned by Harry R. Mooney, 
were burned, the loss being $17,000. 
The hotel was built this year and bad 
50 rooms. It had been closed since 
Saturday last. The cause of the fire 
is not known. 


Corn Crop of Good Quality 

Bangor, Me., Sept. 18—It Is esti- 
mated that the sweet corn crop of Maine 
will be between 75 and 80 percent of 
the normal yield. This estimate de- 
pends considerably upon a continuance 
of the present favorable weather con- 
ditions during the next few days. The 
canneries began packing last week. 
The crop, as regards quality, is excel- 
lent.

Big Apple Crop 
In Washington 


(Special to the Daily Ledger.) 

Spokane, Wash., Sept. 9.—Apple | 
pickers in Washington orchards are 
having the time of their lives. The 
total acreage is near the 100,000 mark 
and the trees are heavily laden and 
wages bigger than ever before inthe} 
history of the industry. The crop is 
estimated by growers and inspectors 
to be worth from $9,000,000 to $10,- 
000,000 this season, and of this more 
than $5,000,000 will be paid for fruit 
packed for export. The bulk of the 
crop is made up of Spitzenburg, New- 
town pippins, Winesap, Jonathan and 
other winter varieties, which can be 
shipped anywhere, the chief districts 
being the Yakima, Wenatchee, Spo- 
kane and Prosser valleys in the order 
named. 

Much of this fruit will be sent to 
Atlantic coast markets, and England, 
France, Germany and the Orient, 
New York, Boston and Chicago are 
the chief distributing points east of 
the Rocky mountains and from these 
the jobbers and dealers in various 
parts of the west, east and south are 
suplied. The big red apple is the 
favorite of Americans and Austra- 
lians, while the Englishmen are fond 
of the various varieties of pippins, 
which also have reputations in Den- 
mark and Sweden and other parts of 
Europe. 

Stated commercially, 
Washington this year 
5,000,000 boxes, each 
pounds of apples. 

Packers do not pack barrels in this 
country. They are unwieldlyv, 
Pine boxes 18x12 are used, and thev 
reach the growers and _ packers 
“knocked down,” 
1-2 cents each, to which must be add- 
ed one ceyt for nailing. As a rule 
pickers and packers are paid by

tain from 80 to 108 trees the acre. 
The average cost of picking and 
package to the grower is cents, 
but it is not unusual for shippers or 
commission men to buy the products 
of the orchard on the trees, pay’ng 
frm $1 t $1.25 a box, and doing all 
the work. 

Fr. A. Huntley, state fruit commis- 
sioner, has an experienced horticul- 
turist as inspector in each of the 
big apple districts. The legislature 
at its last session also enacted sey- 
eral laws to insure better fruit, 
among the provisions being the fol- 
lowing: 

“All boxes, crates, baskets or pack- 
ages containing fruit offered or 
transported for sale within this state 
shall be marked with the name of the 
variety (or if the variety is unknown 
the said box, crate, basket or pack- 
age shall be marked ‘variety un- 
known,) and with the name of the 
actual locality or district where 
grown, and no such box, crate, bas- 
ket or package shall bear the name 
of any other locality, place or dis- 
trict other than that in which said 
fruit was actually grown.” 

Forty and 50-acre orchards, con- 
taining from 3,500 to 4,800 trees are 
not rare. These are more than twice 
the size of the biggest orchards jin 
Massachusetts, which has an orchard 
of 1,700 trees at Haydenville, de- 
clared to be the largest in New Eng- 
land. 

It is not in apples alone that Wash- 
ington has come to the front as a 
fruit producing state. Reports com- 
piled by State Fruit Commissioner 
Huntley and submitted to Goy. Al- 
bert E. Mead, show that in addition 
to almost four full townships of 
apple trees, the state had at the be- 
ginning of last year, 949,299 plum 
and prune trees, 764,956 peach trees, 
500,633 pear trees, 243,459 cherry 
trees, 30,689 apricot trees, 23,862 
English Walnut trees, 15,185 almond 
trees and 6,988 quince trees, and that 
thousands of trees have been planted 
since the statistics were gathered 
for the foregoing statement.

The warrants were sworn out before 
Harrisburg aldermen and nearly all the 
defendants, who had been notified by 
the attorney general of the action he 
had taken, appeared during yesterday, 
waived a hearing and entered bail for 
their appearance in the Dauphin coun- 
ty court. Several were unable to ap- 
pear because of illness and will make 
their appearance later. The principal 
defendants were held in $60,000 bail, 
which was furnished in every 
by surety companies. 

All the defendants are charged with 
conspiracy to cheat and defraud the 


instance 


state by making false invoices, which 
were approved by Huston and Shu- 
maker. Charges of obtaining money 
by false pretenses were also entered 
against Sanderson, Cassel, Payne and 


Wetter, it being alleged they furnished 
fictitious bills for a greater amount than 
they were entitled to receive under their 
contracts, 

The prosecutions are the outcome of 
the political upheaval in Philadelphia 
in 1905, when Mayor Weaver quarreled 
with the Republican organization. The 
independent movement against the Re- 
publicans in Philadelphia that year 
spre = throughout the state and led to 
the election as state treasurer of WIll- 
jam “TL serry, a Democrat, on the fu- 
sion ticket. Berry took office in the 
year 1906, being the first Democrat to 
occupy that position in 25 years, 

In the fall campaign of last year, 
Berry startled the state by charging 
that, according to the state treasury 
books, the building and furnishings of 
the state capitol had cost $13,000,000, 
and not $5,000,000, as had been general- 
ly believed, and that $9,000,000 of the 


money went to furnish we building. 
He charged that $5,000,000. of the $9,- 


000,000 was pure “graft.” 

Governor Pennypacker, other state 
officials and the contractors denied the 
charges, but the agitation for an in- 
vestigation, which immediately began, 
continued until the last legislature ap- 
pointed a commission to investigate the 
whole affair. 

Much sensational testimony was 
brought out during the hearings, which 
covered'a period of about six months, 
The commission made a report to Gov- 
ernor Stuart, who turned it over to At- 
torney General Todd. The ‘latter 
thought the evidence of fraud was so 
strong that he at once decided to bring 
criminal and civil suits against those 
held to be responsible for the frauds.

PARIS HAS DEMONSTRATIONS | 


Women Join In Parades Manifesting | 
| 

|{Disapproval of President's action: 
In Sparing Life wf Soleillant--Pa- 
pers Say It Places PremiumonCrime | 


Paris, Sept. 16.—The increasing in- 
dignation of the masses aguinst the es- 
cape from the guillotine of Soeillant, 
known as the “monstrous violator and 
murderer,” whose sentence to death for 
the atrocious murder of a girl 12 years 
old was commuted last week by Presi- 
dent Fallieres to life imprisonment, 
was expressed Sunday in a series of the 


most curious public manifestations 
that have occurred in France for a long 
time. 


The demonstration, despite the fact 
that several arrests were made, was 
entirely an orderly one. Many women 
participated. It was organized not so 
much against Soleillant as to express 
the voice of the populace against the 
wave of unspeakable crimes committed 
on little girls which lately has increased 
to an alarming degree, and which it is 
feared the commutation of the sentence 
of Soleillam® will only stimulate. 

Several thousand persons were en- 
gaged in demonstrations at various 
points of the city, and especially large 


was the crowd in the Place St. Am- 
broise, near which lived Marthe  Er- 
berding, the victim of Soleillant. 


The rage of the women in this dis- 


trict has been great siuce Fallieres | 
showed clemency to Soleillant. They 
assembled yesterday afternoon with | 


their husbands and others of their sym- 
pathizers and were augmented in num } 
bers by crowds of curious persons. 
Their orderly cries for justice were | 
quickly changed to cries of “Death to 
Soleillant’” and “Down with Fallieres,” 
as the procession, led by a woman who 
carried a little girl on her shoulders 
with the purpose cating the 
ject of the manifestation, moved to- 
ward the Place de la Republique. 

Soon the streets were choked by a 
vast mob, and the police reserves were 
called out to disperse it. The parade, 
however, assembled again and several 
of the more violent demonstrants were 
arrested. Meantime other parades had 
been organized in different quarte 
the city, one in the Place Vendome, at 
the minisiry of justice. This 
led by a woman with a babe on her 
shoulders. The crowd shouted “Death 
to violators.” At nightfall this parade 
was dispersed by the police, who 
feared that with darkness disorder 
would break out. Smaller processions 
traversed the grand boulevards of the 
city.

Some of 
the journals express the opinion that 
the escape of Soleillant from the guil- 
lotine only places a premium on crime.

Pittsburg, Sept. 16.—The sixth at- 
tempt of George Protzman to end his 
life failed. Protzman, who was locked 
up on a minor charge, was found hang- 
ing to the bars of his cell by his 
penders. He was hurried to the hos- 
pital, where it was discovered his wind- 
pipe had been injured, preventing him 
from breathing. The physicians rushed 
him to the operating room and cut his 
throat, inserting a silver tube through 
the windpipe.

PRE-COOLING FRUIT. 


Shipping Method Which Proves Big 
Saving to California Growers. 


For years there has been great loss 


from decay in shipping fresh fruits, 
both citrus and deciduous, from this 
state to eastern markets. The rail- 
roads have seldom been able to get 


fruit trains through on schedule time, 
allowance for delay 
has compelled growers to pick their 
fruit it was fully ripe, to the 
loss of some of the flavor and also to 
the loss of some of the weight which 
the fruit would gain if left on the tree. 
Some fruits—pears, for example—ripen 
best after picking and are regularly 
picked quite green, but others do not. 

Fruit picked in a temperature in the 
sun of more than 100 degrees and 
packed in boxes at once carried very 
nearly that temperature into the car 
with it, and it was found that a car- 
load closely packed would probably be 
more thun a thousand miles ou its 
journey east before being cooled by 
the ice to a temperature unfavorable 
to decay, and by that time much of the 
fruit which was reasonably ripe be- 
fore picking was in a bad way and 
went right to pieces when exposed to 
warm air on arrival, 

The evident remedy for that was to 
cool the fruit before shipment, says 
the San Francisco Chronicle, and in- 
genious men got to work devising 
practicable methods of cooling the 
fruit to a proper temperature before 
starting the car. This is accomplished 
by exhausting the air in a car or ina 
room before loading and replacing it 
with air made cold by passing over 
ice. By the use of machinery the 
warmed air is continually drawn out 
and replaced by the cold air, the cir- 
culation being continuous. 

By this method a carload of fruit can 
in two or three hours be reduced to 
the temperature in which the spores 
of decay will not grow and which un- 
der former conditions it might not 
reach for a week after starting on its 
journey in a refrigerator car. The ex- 
pense is said not to exceed 2 or 3 
cents a crate. The fruit can there- 
fore be allowed to get ripe enough 
to acquire its distinctive flavor and 
still reach its destination in far better 
condition than formerly, with corre- 
spondingly better prices to growers. 

Experiments have now been made for 
a long enough period to demonstrate 
the value of the process, and cooling 
plants are being rapidly installed at all 
shipping stations of importance. When 
the shipments from a station are not 
large enough to justify the installation 
of a plant the cars can be cooled at the 
first cooling station on the journey. 
It is evident that within two or three 
years the cooling plants will be gener- 
ally installed, and it is believed that 
the invention will be found one of the 
most profitable improvements in the 
art of handling fresh fruits yet made.

Massachusetts 
Is Now Third 
In Value 

Of Product 


The Boston Transcript 
editorially as follows on Bay State 
shipbuilding, which is really the Fore 
River shipyard at Quincy: 

A bulletin made public today on 
shipbuilding in the Federal Census 
for Manufactures discloses that the 
Bay State is regaining its ancient 
rank among American States in this

historic industry. A single great 
shipyard, the new steel plant at 
Fore River, has brought Massa- 


chusetts up to fourth place in the 
value of shipbuilding product in the 
census year 1905, with Pennsylvania, 
California and Virginia 
order. Massachusetts is 
New York in shipbuilding and is 
ahead of Maine. Indeed, ours is now 
actually the third place, for  ship- 
building of a high class has virtually 
been abandoned at San Francisco. 

This advance of Massachusetts in 
an art in which our ancestors excelled 
is cause for congratulation. Yet it 
must in all honesty be remembered 
that in Massachusetts, 
when we 
building we now mean the construc- 
tion of men-of-war and 
craft. 
that American shipbuilding now em- 
$121,000,000, 
consumes material costing $37,000,000 
and produces tonnage value at $82,- 
000,000. This through the services of 
50,000 wage earners. But all this 
tonnage is for the navy or for use at 
home, and it is thus in vivid contrast 
with the bolder, more _ significant 
shipbuilding of our fathers. 

Here is a fact which the Federal 
census takers do not emphasize as 
they should, though they do. say, 
somewhat obscurely that only 5.02 
per cent of the tonnage under con- 
struction in 1905 was destined for 
overseas trade. The present tonnage 
situation in 1907, which the 
enumeration does not note, is that 
there is not now a 
steam, or sail, in hand for the foreign 
trade in any shipyard on the entire 
seaboard of America. 

Massachusetts, therefore, will not 
subscribe to the declaration of the 
census takers that their figures show 
a “remarkable progress” in this 
industry. The coast, lake and river 
trade, from which foreigners. are and 
always have been excluded, is highly 
progressive and thoroughly prosper- 
ous. It boasts a tonnage of almost 
six millions. But to the Massachu- 
setts comprehension more than coal 
schooners, towboats, lime and lumber 
barges and passenger steamboats are 
required to constitute a merchant 
marine. The New Englander who 
scans this new census report for any 
sign of renewed life in the building 
of great, stalwart ships for overseas 
earrying will not find it. 

It is an impressive’ statement, 
superficially at least, that there are 
gratification which this large figure 
1097 shipyards in America. But the 
may arouse oozes away rapidly in the 
face of the succeeding fact that no 
fewer than 1043 of these are engaged 
in wood construction, and only 54 in 
iron and steel. Among these 1043 
wooden shipyards are perhaps a doz- 
en really large establishments of 
which the best examples are found at 
Bath. The others are small concerns 
chiefly in repair work or in building 
craft of types ranging between row- 
boats and barges. 

As late as 1890 American ship- 
yards used more wood than iron or 
steel. But the proportion is now re- 
versed, and wood materials had a 
value in 1905 much less than half of 
that of steel and iron. In the value 
of the finished product the compari- 
son is even more striking. For of the 
vessels built in this country in 1905 
those of iron and steel construction 
represented $43,395,000, and those of 
wood, $9,724,000.

It is reported that the Russian 
admiralty has ordered a battleship of 
22,300 tons from the Baltic shipbuild- 
ing works. This vessel when com- 
pleted will be by far the largest war- 
ship afloat. 

The plans for the British admiralty 
for a new and larger vessel of the 
Dreadnought class have been received 
at the construction department at 
Portsmouth, accompanied by orders to 
begin building the warship immediate- 
ly. The displacement of the néw ves- 
sel will be 19,300 tons, 800 tons greater 
than the Belleroppon and Teme- 
raire, which were launched July 27 
and Aug. 24, 
will be launched before the one to be 
built at Devonport, orders for the 
construction of which were announced 
Sept. 16. The Devonport ship will 
have the same displacement of 19.- 
300 tons, not 20,000, as at first re- 
ported.

The draft came 
back unhonored, and Miss Goodwin 
pawned a beautiful diamond ring to 
purchase the robe. 

The couple suddenly left the city. 
Once more Miss Goodwin returned, but, 
instead of Miss Lutz, had with her as 
a companion a Miss Williams. She 
was a voluptuous type. They lived in 
the same manner as Miss Goodwin and 
Miss Lutz, and the talk went on in the 
same manner as before.

PROBING MiLK BUSINESS 


Contractors and Producers to Ap- 


pear Before Grand Jury 

Boston, Sept. 20—Summonses is- 
sued from the district attorney’s office 
and served in the joint conference of 
milk contractors and producers cites 
the men to appear before the grand 
jury on Oct. 10, The summonses were 
served to both contractors and pro- 
ducers, and to both they were a big sur- 
prise. 

No terms have been agreed upon yet 
between the two parties relative to 
terms and prices for the next six 
months. 

While the price of milk was yester- 
day advanced to 10 cents a quart by 
several small dealers in Dorchester, 
the three leading milk contractors of 
Boston, who, together with Brigham 
of Cambridge, supply 75 percent of the 
milk consumed in the Hub, stated that 
they would never agree to the advance 
to 10 cents a quart, or in other words, 
to place the retail price of an 8%-quart 
can at 51 cents. 

The present retail price for which 
the contractors sell the milk is 41 cents, 
the highest summer price ever paid in 
Boston. These figures have remained 
in force since last winter, a most un- 
usual proceeding, due, the contractors 
allege, to the representations of the 
producers that the cost of production 
had greatly increased. 

Now that the producers demand a 
further advance, which would naturally 
send the retail price still higher, the 
contractors flatly refuse to listen to the 
full demand. 


Seizure of Smuggled Tobacco 

New York, Sept. 20.—Through the 
seizure of 240 pounds of tobacco, said 
to have been hidden in the coal bunkers 
of the tank steamer Rotterdam, New 
York customs officers believe they 
have unearthed a channel of  syste- 
matie smuggling by which the govern- 
ment has been defrauded of thousands 
of dollars annually. All incoming 
steamers from tobacco ports will be 
closely watched. 


Immigration Records Broken 

Washington, Sept. 20.—Immigration 
to America, according to all present In- 
dications, will be heavier this year than 
ever before in the history of the coun- 
try. During the past six months the 
total immigration from all countries 
was 819,951, an increase of 14 percent 
over the sanre period last year. The 
immigration from Russia is increasing 
and greater in number than from any 
other country. 


Mrs. Holmes’ Mind Unbalanced 

New York, Sept. 20.—Mrs. Elize- 
beth M. Holmes, who was once ejected 
from the White House after a series of 
attempts to interview the president, 
was udjudged insane yesterday. The 
proceedings were begun by her hus- 
band, who had previously committed her 
to several institutions for the mentally 
defective, from one of which she es- 
caped just before her visit to Washing- 
ton. 


Mauretania Exceeds Expectations 

Shields, Eng., Sept. 20.—The Cunard 
line steamer Mauretania, sister ship of 
the Lusitania, completed her three 
days’ preliminary sea trials last night, 
when she came to anchor off this port. 
She was tested at full speed, but no 
details of her performances were made 
known. It is understood, however, 
that she developed capabilities in ex- 
cess of what was anticipated. 

Judge Named For Governor 

Trenton, Sept. 20—Supreme Court 
Justice J. F. Fort was nominated for 
governor at the Republican state con- 
vention on the first ballot. After the 
nomination Fort made a short speech 
which the delegates favorable to lib- 
eral Sunday laws interpreted as a dec- 
laration in their favor and they joined 
vigorously in the cheering of the candi- 
date. 


A Roosevelt ‘‘Camping Trip’’ 

Oyster Bay, N. Y., Sept. 20—Far 
from the scene of official routine and 
free from the details attendant upon 
the multitudinous responsibilities asso- 
ciated with the office of chief executive, 
President Roosevelt will enjoy 17 days 
in camp in the northeastern corner of 
Louisiana, beginning about Oct. 5. 
The exact spot is yet to be determined. 


Didn’t Tell Cocktail Story 

Milwaukee, Sept. 20.—Bishop Berry 
of Buffalo, who is in Milwaukee pre- 
siding over the conference of the Ger- 
man Methodists, and who has been 
quoted as criticising President Roose- 
velt for partaking of intoxicating liq- 
uors in the home of Vice President 
Fairbanks at Indianapolis, denies that 
he ever made such a statement. 


Heavy Earthquake Shock 

Redlands, Cal., Sept. 20.—A sharp 
earthquake shock was felt at 5:45 
o'clock last evening. The yibrations 
were from north to south. The dura- 
tion of the loud rumble was two sec- 
onds, while that of the shake was one 
second. No damage is reported, though 
the shock was the heaviest in eight 
years. 


Morgan Denies Wall Street Report 

New York, Sept. 20.—J. P. Morgan

Standard Oil Company May Be 
Operating In Texas 


ROCKEFELLER’S BIG PROFITS 


Bhown to Have Owned One Fourth 
of Standard Oil Certificates, Which 
Yielded Him Personal Profits Dur- 

ing Eight Years of $125,000,000 


New York, Sept. 20.—That the 
Standard Oil company is operating un- 
der the name of the Corsicana Retining 
company in the state of Texas, which 
has forbidden the oil combine to oper- 
indicated

ate within the state, was 


the Standard Oil company, under ex- 
amination in the government's suit 
against the company, testitied that H. 
C. Folger and C. M. Payne, who, Frank 
Bb. Kellogg, the attorney for the gov- 
erninent, states, control the Corsicana 
company, are promineut in the conduct 
of affairs of the Standard Oil company. 

Mr. Kellogg sought to draw from the 
witness the information that the Corsi- 
caha company was really a Standard 
Oil company and was operating in Tex- 
as because the anti-trust laws of that 
state would not permit the combine to 
operate there. Tilford replied that as 
Tar as he knew the Standard Oil com- 
pany had no interests in Texas. He 
said that Folger and Payne were both 
officers of the Standard Oil company, 
but he was not aware that they owned 
the Corsicana company. 

Another interesting development was 
the official statement, made public for 
the first time, of John D. Rockefeller’s 
personal holdings in the Standard Oil 
company. Just to what extent the re- 
puted head was individually interested 
in the géeat concern has long been a 
matter of speculation. It was brought 
out yesterday that Rockefeller owned 
256,854 shares, or more than one- 
fourth of the total 972,500 certificates 
of the Standard Oil company. 

Based on the earnings of the com- 
pany, as placed on record Tuesday, it 
is computed that Rockefeller’s personal 
profits during the past eight years have 
aggregated almost $125,000,000. At 
Tuesday’s hearing it was testified that 
in the years from 1899 to 1906, inclu- 
sive, the Standard Oil company had 
earned total profits of $490,315,934. 

Mr. Kellogg spent a busy day tracing 
the various changes in development of 
Standard Oil from the time of its incep- 
tion in 1882, when the trust agreement 
was signed, until the trust was dis- 
solved in 1899 and the Standard Oil com- 
pany of New Jersey was formed. Kel- 
logg developed many of his questions 
from the trust agreement of 1S82, 
which was contained in the bill of com- 
plaint filed in St. Louis last December, 
When the present action was com- 
menced. 

This trust agreement, which was en- 
tered into by John D. Rockefeller and 
45 other oil interests, provided that the 
Standard Oil company should be form- | 
ed in Ohio, New York, Pennsylvania 


and New Jersey, and in other states 
whenever the trustees deemed advis- 
able. 


All the properties and assets of the 
embraced corporations and companies 
were to be turned over to the several 
Standard Oil companies, which, in turn, 
issued their own stock in exchange. 
Under the terms of this trust agreement 
all stock was to be delivered to nine 
trustees, who issued to the depositing 
stockholders trust certificates equal at 
par value to the par value of the several 
Standard Oil companies. 

The nine trustees, under the orig- 
inal agreement, were John D. Rocke- 
feller, O. H. Payne, William Rocke- 
feller, J. A. Bostwick, H. M. Flagler, 
W. G. Warden, Charles Pratt, Benja- 
min Brewster and Jobn Archbold. 
The trustees had absolute power in the 
control of the companies. They could 
purchase with the trust funds the 
stocks and bonds of other oil companies 
on such terms as they deemed adyvyis- 
able and could dispose of them when- 
ever they considered it necessary. 

The trustees, who were elected to 
hold office three years, were ballotted 
for by owners of trust certificates. The 
agreement further provided that the 
trust should continue during the lives 
of survivors of the trustees named in 
the agreement and for 21 years there- 
after. 

Mr. Tilford was questioned at length 
on the trust period between 1882 and 
1892 and the period of trust liquidation 
from 1892 to 1899. Tilford, as secretary 
of the company, could give the govern- 
ment’s counsel little information about 
these periods of the Standard Oil trust, 
though he was a liquidating trustee. 
Kellogg finally asked Tilford if during 
the period of liquidation there was any 
real change in the management of the 
companies and the witness replied 
there was not.

AN IMPROVED LATCH. 


Simple Door Fastening That Over- 
comes Some Common Defects. 

A very useful improvement in latch- 
es of the button type, used In fastening 
cupboard and closet doors, has just 
been invented by F. W. Merriweather 
of Kansas City, Mo. The object of 
the invention is to provide a simple 
construction which will hold the door 
tightly closed and prevent any shake 
or looseness between the door and 
lateh when the latter is applied. 

The invention also provides for the 
convenient adjustment of the tension 
on the button, whereby the stiffness of 
the latch may be varied. It is a very 
common defect of the usual wooden 
buttons to work loose and swing clear 
of the door of their own gravity. This 
defect is overcome by Mr. Merriweath- 
er’s invention. The illustration clearly 
shows how this is accomplished, 

A knob or handle of any desired form 
is rigidly attached to a shank which

passes through an opening in the door. 
The projecting inner end of the shank 
is angular in cross section and is pro- 
vided with ratchet teeth cut in one of 
its edges. The button of the lateb is 
constructed of a strip of spring sheet 
metal bent upon itself to provide a 
pair of spring arms which are spaced 


apart and have aligning openings 
adapted to slidably engage with the 
shank. 


A tongue cut from the upper arm is 
bent upwardly to engage with the 
ratchet teeth when the button is ap- 
plied to the shank. It is obvious from 
this construction that on forcing the 
spring arms together the force with 
which the knob and button are press- 
ed against opposite faces of the Goor 
may be varied as desired, thus en- 
abling the stiffness of the latch to be 
increased or decreased at pieenve. 


REMARKABLE BEETLE. 


Emits 


Luminous’ Brazilian Insect 
Light of Two Colors. 

At a recent meeting of the London 
Zoological society C, J. Gahan exhtb- 
ited a specimen of a remarkable luini- 
nous beetle from Brazil. As in the case 
of the familiar glowworm, which Is 
also a beetle, the female is grublike 
and luminous, The special point of In- 
terest in the Brazilian species is that 
it emits light of two colors. From the 
extremities of the insect there shines 
a strong red light, while green rays 
proceed from a row of points on each 
side. Those who consider that the 
lamp of the female glowworm is to 
guide the male as to her whereabouts 
will be inclined to think that the com- 
bination of red and green light is to 
enable the male of the Brazilian beetle 
to distinguish his mate from other 
luminous insects. 

The specimen exhibited to the mem- 
bers of the Zoological society is thought 
to be the first living specimen ever 
brought to Great Britain. It has been 
pointed out that the light of glow- 
worms and fireflies is the model for 
the ideal Iight—that is to say, In these 
insects the maximum amount of light 
is produced with the minimum amount 
of energy. 


Three Degrees of Illumination. 

It Is possible that the incandescent 
electric lamp will soon be susceptible 
to the same amount of regulation as 
gas, for there is now on the market a 
lamp operated by a chain which is 
capable of three degrees of illumina- 
tion. One point sheds an illuminatton 
of 80 per cent of its total capacity, 
which in the case of the sixteen can- 
dlepower lamp is barely sufficient to 
indicate the location of the lamp to 
one entering the room and who may 
want to reach the light in order to turn 
it up higher. This tiny glow does 
away with the necessity of groping 
around In the dark in the search for 
the lamp, often at the sacrifice of some 
of the bric-a-brac or furniture of the 
room, The second point of adjustment 
causes the filament to glow at about 
three-quarters of the lamp’s capacity. 


To Measure Flow of a Well. 

To calculate the rate of fiow of an 
artesian well a simple plan fs to lower 
a bottle of aniline fluid to a depth of 
say 500 feet and then electrically ex- 
plode a cap to burst the bottle. The 
time required for the fluid to appear at 
the surface gives an accurate gauge as 
to the velocity of flow. It is claimed 
that this method gives results as accu- 
rate as a weir. The diameter of the 
the rate of flow 
readily follows. 


A New Winter Barley. 

An innovation in grain crops ts the 
discovery by Professor Gordon True of 
the University of Nevada of a winter 
barley which will thrive on the des- 
erts and ripen through the moisture 
of the winter rains. The discovery 
cannot be otherwise than of: vast. im- 
portance to the desert regions-and may. 
make poss!ble two crops per year of 
barley in come parts of the southwest.

That in December, 1905, the deputies 
worked one day each, and iu December, 
1006, the deputies 22-5 days each. 

That false reports were made as to 
the number of bottles tested during the 


year. 

That no records of testing coal 
scales were kept, the reports of the 
inspectors doing the work being de 


stroyed. 

That in the various visits of the com- 
mission to the oflice of the sealer of 
weights and measures they vever suw 
deputy at work, and tinally 
they requested the sealer toset a deputy 
at work that the commission might de- 
termnine What his work was. 

That the state commissioner of 
weights of measures reported that 90 
percent of the milk bottles in Boston 
were not sealed; that the majority of 
the scales and weights were not sealed, 
and that he had repeatedly called Mr, 
Lovering’s (the sealer of weights and 
measures for the city) attention to the 
need of prosecution, but without result, 

That the department ap- 
peared to have completely abandoned 
the policy of prosecution. 

The finance Commission recommends 
the complete reorganization of the de- 
partinent from tep to bottom, with a 
competent head who understands the 
law and deputy Who have 
passed civil service examinations. 

The commission believes that 10 offi- 
cials are enough if this is done, and 
notes that New York, with seven times 
the population of Boston, has but 18 
sealers. 

In closing, the finance commission 
declares that with more prosecution 
there would be less need of inspection, 
and notes its disapproval of the plan to 
add eight deputy sealers to the office 
force of the department.

AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR THE 


KEEPING OF MEDICAL AND 
SURGICAL APPLIANCES IN 
FACTORIES. 

Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


SECTION 1. Every person, firm or 
corporation operating a factory or shop } 
in which machinery is used for any 
manufacturing purpose, or for any 
other purpose except for elevators, or 
for heating or hoisting apparatus, 
shall at all times keep and maintain, 
free of expense to the employes, such | 
a medical and surgical chest as shall} 
be required by the local board of 
health of any city or town where such 
machinery is used, containing plasters, 
bandages, absorbent cotton, gauze, and 
all other necessary medicines, instru- 
ments and other appliances for the 
treatment of persons injured or taken 
ill upon the premises. 

SECTION 2. <Any person, firm or 
corporation violating this act shall be 
subject to a fine of not less than five 
dollars nor more than five hundred 
dollars for every week during which 
such violation continues. 


Under the above law the Boara of 
Health has voted to require the above 
persons to maintain the following gar- 
ticles, they all to be contained in a 
proper case constructed for that pur- 
pose:

12 gauze bandages 2 inches wide.

6 packages Sterile gauze each to con- 
tain 1 yard. 

1 package Iodoform gauze. 

6 packages absorbent cotton each to 
contain 4 ounces. 

1 spool “Z O.” 
inch wide. 

1 jar Carbolized Petrolatum. 

1 ounce bottle of Creoline or other 
antiseptic solution. 

1 bottle antiseptic tablets.

1 bottle of liquid soap.

A WASTE OF TIME 


Peace Proceedings at the Hague 
Are Thus Described 


GREAT QUESTIONS SHELVED 


Largely Due to Defects In Const.tu- 
tion of Conference--Sma!!l and Weak 
Powers thad Moral and Phys.ca 
Equality of Great On-s 
London, Sept. 23.—To call the inter- 

national The 

Hague a fiasco would merely be to re-

peat the public opinion of the whole of 
Europe. 
ceased to command attention and the 
newspapers are giving them less and 
less space. 

Socially the conference has been a 
great success. It has given The Hague 
a summer of gaiety unusual in that 
staid little capital by a constant series 
of dinners and receptions. 

The greatest disuppointment to the 
delegates is the failure of the confer- 
ence to have established a permanent 
court of arbitration, which appeared to 
be the nearest to realization of any of 
the practical projects put forward. The 
results attained give little satisfaction 
in England. Even those persons who 
at the commencement of the conference 
held the view that a mere discussion 
of the problems for which it was called 
to consider would be a step toward 
the prevention of war admit their hopes 
Were unjustified, and they now are 
amoung the first to condemn the entire 
proceedings, describing them as a 
waste of time. 

This failure successfully to deal with 
the great questions included in the pro- 
gram largely to defects in 
the coustitution of the conference, by 
which the delegutes were expected to 
perform in a few months what properly 
was the work of years, and to the recog- 
nition of all powers, strong or weak, as 
morally and physically equal. 

This latter defect was pointed out and 
emphasized during discussion of the 
project for a permanent court of arbi- 
tration, in which the minor states in- 
sisted baving equal representation with 
the great powers. The overloading of 
the program with questions of navai 
warfare and of maritime law—subjects 
for specialists, not diplomats—also is 
considered to have been a mistake, the 
debates on them leading to dissensions, 
instead of agreements. 

Even the international prize court, 
the institution of which is one of the 
few results the conference is likely to 
accomplish, English authorities on in- 
ternational law say cannot be accepted 
by Great Britain until it has been fully 
considered and a code for the guidance 
of the court laid down by experts and 
accepted by the governments. 

The questions of a limitation in ex- 
penditures for armaments, which the 
peace advocates hoped would be seri- 
ously taken up by the conference, has 
long since been forgotten, and in the 
reviews of the proceedings now  ap- 
pearing the question is seldom, if ever, 
mentioned. 

Government circles, however, are 
trying to find some excuse for the ex- 
istence of the British delegation at The 
Hague. They summarize the accom- 
plishments of the conference as fol- 
lows: The censuring of periodical 
meetings of the conference: the con- 
version of Germany to the principle of 
arbitration; the recognition of ihe 
rights of neutrals; the institution of an 
international prize court; the discovery 
by Europe of South America’s influ- 
ence in international affairs, and 
through South America’s initiative the 
abolishment of the forcible collection of 
debts; the declaration of the nations in 
favor of obligatory arbitration and the 
humanizing of war in many directions. 
Further, they claim that the air has 
been cleared on many points and say 
“we know where we stand and where 
the points of danger lie.”

Optimism Not Warranted 

St. Petersburg, Sept. 23.—As the 
patron of The Hague peace conference 
official Russia is slow to admit that it 
has been barren of results and persists 
in the hope that the intricate and pro- 
tracted controversies will terminate 
fruitfully. In spite of the forced opti- 
mism here, however, it is apparent that 
Russia has regarded the conference 
from the start as a bothersome and un- 
timely legacy. which it fostered and 
put through by necessity and without 
much conviction. 


No Surprise In France 

Paris, Sept. 23.—The barrenness of 
results from The Hague conference on 
the great questions in which the world 
is interested causes regret but no sur- 
prise in Paris. From the very begin- 
ning France has fully realized that the 
jealous suspicions of the powers would 
prevent any steps toward the limita- 
tion of armaments; but she did hope 
for some progress toward compulsory 
arbitration. 


An Appeal For Aid 
Seattle, Sept. 23.—Senator Pyles has 
Fequested President Roosevelt to send a 
revenue cutter to Bristol bay to rescue 
160 white fishermen and 200 Chinese 
said to have been wrecked there when 
the fishing boat John Currier weut 
ashore on the rocks on Aug. 9. The 
men had supplies sufficient to last them 
for 30 days, but that time has expired, 
and the fishermen are in distress. It 
is feared that the party is in danger of 

starvation or freezing to death

MURDERED FOR MONEY 


Fourteen Witnesses Held In Connec- 
tion With Polish Baker’s Death 
Taunton, Mass., Sept. 23.—Lying in 

the yard in the rear of 32 Jackson 

Btreet, where he had his stable, the body 

of John Ciolkosy, a Polish baker, was 

found early Sunday, the victim of a 

murderous assault, in which it is be- 

lieved two or more persous were impli- 
cated.

An examination of the body showed 
a long, deep stab wound in the right 
side of the neck, a large number of cuts 
and bruises about the face and breast 
and a fracture of the base of the skull, 
indicating that he had been struck a 
terrific blow from behind. 

His wife stated that her husband 
had been in the habit of carrying all 
his ready money about his person in a 
cloth bag suspended from his neck by a 
string, and said that he had about $500 
with him Saturday night. The string 
and a piece of the cloth were found 
upon him, but the bag and its contents 
were missing, the former having evi- 
dently been torn violently away. 

The police also learned that while 
the victim had not taken part in @ 
dance Saturday night, he had put in an 
appearance at the hall during the even- 
ing and remained there a short time. 
The names of those present at the dance 
were obtained, as far as possible, and 
14 of them were held as_ witnesses. 
None of them will admit talking to 
Ciolkosy at the hall, or seeing any one 
else do so.

SEVENTY-FIVE WRECKS 


Number of Lives Lost In Equinoctial 
Gale May Reach Twenty-Four 

St. Johus, Sept. 24—Additional re- 
ports received from remote points show 
that 16, and possibly 24, lives were lost 
along the Newfoundland coast during 
the equinoctial gale of Thursday. 
Seventy-five fishing vessels were 
wrecked and much damage done to 
wharves and fishing gear. The finan- 
cial loss is estimated at $250,000. 

The equinoctial gale was the greatest 
recorded here in 40 years. Wires were 
blown down along the western and 
northeast coasts, so that the full ex- 
tent of the disaster to the colonial fish- 
ing fleet has but just been shown. 

The Notre Dame bay coast steamer 
reports that of 31 schooners in Twill- 
ingate harbor 29 were driven ashore. 
Twenty were smashed to pieces on the 
rocks. 

Ten of the crew of the schooner Effie, 
one of the vessels lost, were drowned. 
The schooner Mandamus, with a crew 
of eight men, {fs still missing, and it is 
feared that she is lost with ail on board. 
The majority of the 75 vessels lost had 
a ful! season’s catch of codfish on board.

The Standard was shown to own at 
| present 31 percent of the Tidewater 
stock, and by an agreement entered in- 
| to in 1883 between the two companies, 
| the oil business was divided in such 
| proportion that the Tidewater did 11% 
percent and the Standard SS*¢ percent. 

Benson testified that since the agree- 
| ment in 1883 the business of neither 
the Tidewater Pipe company nor the 
present parent company, the Tidewater 
Oil company, had materially increased. 

An interesting Incident of the day's 
| hearing was the unsealing of the min- 
utes of a stockholders’ meeting held in 
Titusville, Pa., on Jan. 17, 1883, the ac- 
tion of which, in electing officers, was 
repudiated at a meeting next day in 
Philadelphia of the managers of the 
Tidewater company, who directed that 
j the existing officers remain in control 
and that a suit be brought in court to 
set aside the action of the Titusville 
meeting. 

Counsel for the government obtained 
evidence from Benson aud the records 
of the company that certain interests 
|had held the Titusville meeting with- 
out issuing a call to the stockholders 
as provided for by the company’s by- 
laws. The litigation in the Pennsyl- 
yania courts that followed the Titus- 
ville meeting resulted in a decision 
against the Titusville officers and or- 
dered the record sealed. Benson said 
that 1864 shares of stock voted at that 
meeting came into possession of men 
whom they considered to represent 
Standard interests and that this stock 
in 1900 was transferred by William G. 
Rockefeller to H. C. Folger, who still 
owned it. 

Mr. Benson testified that under ex- 
isting contracts with the Standard, of 
95 percent of oil refined by the Tide- 
Water company 77 percent was sold to 
the Standard and the remaining 23 per- 
cent was sold in a territory in which 
the Standard was not interested. The 
president of the Tidewater company, 
when asked what disposition was made 
of the remaining 5 percent refined for 
domestic purposes, said that the Stand- 
ard secured 97 percent of it. 

Frank B. Kellogg, the government's 
counsel in its suit to dissolve the Stand- 
ard Oil company of New Jersey, has 
important evidence in his possession, it 
Is stated, bearing on the part railroad 
rebates have played {in the enormous 
profits of the corporation in the last 
eight years.

cross-examined yesterday by John G. 
Milburn, chief of counsel for the de- 
fendants. 

Milburn’s questions were designed 
to show that in the oil fight in Colorado 
between the Standard and the inde- 
pendent company the first to cut prices 
was the independent company, and that 
there were no troubles made for the in- 
dependent company except those which 
arose from natural causes, 

Tilford explained that the reason wey 
the supply of crude oil had been cut 
down to the 16 independents in the 
Pittsburg field just before the agree- 
ment was made with the Standard was 
because the oil supply in that district 
was diminishing. ‘The questions put

A new box was im- 
mediately sent down by the City 
Clerk. 

The box sent to Ward Five is one 
of the newest type and and is very 
easy of manipulation, if instructions 
are followed. If they are not fol- 
lowed, away goes the mechanism and 
the box is out of order. 

HOW TO COUNT. 

City Clerk Keith has issued the 

following instructions to the election 


officers who are presiding today. 
The workings of the law will be new 
to many yoters: 


The provisions of the election. laws 
apply to joint caucuses, except as 
hereinafter otherwise stated. 

The ballots for each political party 
will be printed on paper of a differ- 
ent color. “The color of the Demo- 
cratic ballots is pink, the Indepen- 
dence League ballots blue, and the 
Republican ballots salmon. 

When the voter presents himself 
at the guard rail, he must give his 
name, and, if requested, his residence, 
to one of the ballot clerks, who shall 
thereupon distinctly announce the 
same. If the name is found upon the 
yoting list, the ballot clerk having 
charge of the list shall repeat the 
name and residence in a clear and 
audible yoice and the name shall then 
be checked. 

If the name is marked Dem. or 
Rep., he must be given a ballot of 
the party indicated. If the name is 
not marked at all, the voter must 
then be asked by the ballot clerk in 
charge of the ballots the following 
question:—"“Which party ballot do 
you desire?” The voter's selection 
must then be distinctly announced by 
the ballot clerk in charge of the vot- 
ing list, in the space indicated in 
front of the name, as follows:— 

Democratic party, Dem., Indepen- 
dence League, Ind.; Republican, Rep., 
and the voter shall then be given 
such party ballot. 

When the voter arrives at the bal- 
lot box, one of the inspectors in 
charge of the box, after finding the 
name on the check list, must check 
the same, but must not check the 
party celection. 

When the ballots are removed from 
the box, they must first be sorted in- 
to three piles, one for each party, and 
each pile should be counted separate- 
ly. Count the Democratic Party bal- 
lots first, the Independence League 
ballots next, and the Republican 
Party ballots last, and the Clerk 
should record each count as it is 
announced, 

The voes must then be counted, 
beginning with those on the Demo- 
ratic ballots, according to the rules 
set forth for counting votes at elec- 
tions, that is, in blocks of fifty, and 
particular attention is called to the 
provision that “each block of ballots 
shall be called off and tallied by two 
election officers representing differ- 
ent political parties ,and each elec- 
tion officer in so calling off and tally- 
ing, shall be under the supervision 
of an election officer of a different 
political party.” Thus four officers 
must be engaged in the count of each 
block of ballots. 

The votes of the Democratic ballots 
having been counted first, the result 
must be announced and recorded, the 
ballots placed in the envelope for the 
Democratic ballots and this envelope 
sealed, before counting the Indepen- 
dence League votes. 

The votes on the Independent 
League ballots must then be counted. 
the result announced and recorded, 
the ballots placed in the proper enve- 
lope, and the envelope sealed. 

The votes on the Republican bal- 
lots must then be counted, the result 
announced and ‘recorded, the ballots 
placed in the proper envelope, and 
the envelope sealed. 

The copy of the records of the 
caucus will therefore consist of three 
separate returns, one for each party, 
each of which must be signed by the 
election officers, as indicated by the 
book prepared for that purpose.

French Overtures Are Accepted 
by Three Important Tribes 


HOSTILITIES AT AN END 


Certain Tr bes to Pay Large Indem- 


nity, In Addit.on to Contribution 


Toward Build ng Harbor Works-- 
Notables Heid to Fulfill Bargain 


Paris Sept. 24.—A dispatch from 
Rear Admira! Philibert, commander of 
the French naval forces in Moroccan 
waters, states that as a result of the 
conference General 
Drude’s headquarters between the 
French pavaland military commanders 
and 19 caids representing the import- 
ant tribes of Ouleseeyan, Kenata and 
Zyaida, the three tribes Lave accepted 
unconditionally the peace terms offered 
by France. 

These are as_ follows: 
shall cease at once. 

General Drude may make military 
reconnaissances throughout the terri- 
tory of the three tribes to satisfy him- 
self that the pacification is complete. 

The tribes engage themselves to dis- 
perse and chastise all armed 
that may assemble in their territory 
with hostile intent. 

Every native found in the 
sion of arms or munitions of war within 
10 miles of Casablanca shatl be hand 
ed over to the Shereetian authorities, 
condemned to imprisonment and fined 
$200. 

Every native detected in smuggling 
or using arms shall be punished.

and, pending judgment, their goods 


Shall be seized and sold, irrespective of 
the indemnity which is to be paid, the 
amount of which shall be fixed by the 
Moroccan government. 

The Chaouia tribes shall pay a lurge 
indemnity, the part of each tribe to be 
apportioned according to the length of 
time it resisted the French. In addi- 
tion, the Chaouia tribes shall pay a con- 
tribution toward the harbor works at 
Casablanca. 

To secure the carrying out of this 
convention two notables of each tribe 
shall be given up as hostages. The 
delegates of the Oulesseeyan, Zenata 
and Zyaida tribes immediately named 
their hostages and signed the capitula- 
tion. 


Co!t Has Nervous Prostration 

New York, Sept. 24.—Samuel P. 
Colt, president of the United States 
Rubber company, it is stated here, is 
seriously ill with nervous prostration 
at Maplewood, N. H. in his 
55th year and a prominent figure in 
Providence society, as well as Rhode 
Island politics and Pusiness affairs. He 
refused a nomination for Republican 
candidate for governor in 1902 and was 
attorney general from 1SS2 to ISS5. Dr.

Rvading Law 


Editors of Daily Ledger: 

The City Council of this year is to 
be commended by the public for the 
decrease in the number of permits to 
transport liquors. The rigid investi- 
gation by the licensing committee of 
the applications for permits has had 
many beneficial results, but even at 
this early date it is evident that 
some of the persons to whom permits 
were given are jeopardizing their 
rights to a continuance of the privi- 
ledge to carry liquor by the way are 
conducting their express liquor busi- 
ness. 

The writer with many others © en- 
dorsed the Council’s refusal to grant 
permits to some of the applicants but 
apparently there were some who re- 
ceived a permit who had sufficient 
charity towards their unfortunate 
brethren in the express liquor busi- 
ness, who did not receive a permit, 
to take them under their protecting 
wing and give them full power to 
use the privilege of transporting 
liquors. 

Is the refused applicant a_ hired 
man or does he only drive a wagon 
with another man’s name? In either 
case he apparently is still hauling 
liquors and serving his old customers 
and cares little now whether he has 
a permit in his own name or not. 

The revocation of a person’s permi: 
to transport liquor, where it is evi- 
dent he is attempting to evade the in- 
tent of the law, or allowing another 
to use his name, might be beneficial 
as a lesson to such expressmen. In 
any event a renewal of the permit 
should not be granted them and in 
the meantime I wonder if they are 
violating the law. Ward Two.

WHITNEY SWEEPS BOSTON 


Further Increase In Majority of Dele- 
gates Over Bartlett 

Boston, Sept. 25.—With the returns 
in from all but ome of the Democratic 
primaries held yesterday, that of New- 
ton, the majority of delegates chosen 
for the Henry M. Whitney candidacy 
for nomination for governor has been 
considerably increased over the num- 
ber chosen for Charles W. Bartlett. 

In the city of Boston 135 Whitney 
delegates were chosen to 35 for Bart- 
lett, and in the cities of Cambridge, 
which gave 23 to Whitney and 2 to 
Bartlett, Chelsea, Gloucester, Law- 
rence, Lowell, which gave a solid dele- 
gation of 24 for Whitney, Medford, 
Quincy, Somerville and Waltham the 
Whitney ticket secured 56 delegates to 
27 for Bartlett with 27 unpledged or 
tied. 

The two towns, Groveland and Mid- 
dleboro, which held primaries, elected 
one delegate each, who were unin- 
structed. 

A statement issued from the Whit- 
ney headquarters makes claims of 
close to 600 delegates for Whitney to 
go into the convention at Springfield on 
Oct. 5, the total number of delegates 
being over 890, 

There was no contest in the Repub- 
lican ranks for the state ticket, Guild 
delegates being elected, but there were 
numerous candidates for places on 
the county and councillor tickets and 
in legislative contests.

| Error Ia Dispatch Due to “Fail- 
ure of the Mental Process” 


DISASTER WAS ANTICIPATED 


Dispatcher at Concord Ordered Out 


Wrecking Train Betore Crash Oc- 
curred--Canaan Operator's Order 


Shows Transposition of Figures 


Concord, N. H., Sept. 25.—It is possi- 
ble that the mistakes of two operators 
caused the head-on crash of the Quebec 
south-bound express and a freight train 
on the Boston and Maine railroad at 
Canaan on Sept. 15, by which 26 persons 
lost their lives and as many more were 
injured, according to the testimony of 
General Superinteudent Lee, who was 
one of the principal witnesses at an In- 
quiry held by the state railroad com- 
mission in this city. 

Mr. Lee said that there were three 
theories to account for the wreck: 
First, that the train order sent from 
Concord to the operator at Canaan 
Was correct; that the Canaan operator 
received the order wrong and sent it 
back correctly; second, that the opera- 
tor made no error and that the dispateh- 
er made two errors inside of a minute; 
third, that they both made a mistake, 
the Canaan operator omitting the word 
“four” in receiving it and the dispatcher 
automatically checking the “34,” the 
number of a passenger train, when it 
came back to him “30,” the number of 
the Quebec express. 

Mr. Lee testified that the Concord 
division is one of the lightest in point 
of train traffic of the system. The 
wreck at Canaan, he said, was due to 
the order delivered to freight train No. 
267 at Canaan. It read “train 30,” 
when it should have read “train 34.” 
The records at Concord, the divisional 
headquarters, show that the order was 
sent “train 34," but the records at Ca- 
naan show that it was received “train 
30." 

Continuing, Lee said: “The dis- 
patcher at Concord, James A. Browley, 
and the operator at Canaan, J. S. 
Greeley, are both unconscious of hav- 
ing made an error, and we have been 
unable to ascertain how the error was 
really made.” Lee considered that the 
error was due to a failure of the mental 
process of one or both operators. 


LS sneer 


Operator Browley, the Concord 
train dispatcher, testified that he knew 
the accident would occur a short time 
before the crash came, and did ali he 
could to prevent it. The first he knew 
anything was wrong was when he 
called up Canaan to notify the freight 
train that the train order signal at 
Lebanon was out of order. He was 
then informed by Canaan that the 
freight train had already left the lat 
ter station. He told the Canaan op- 
erator that the freight did not have 
time to make the West Canaan station 
before the arrival of the Quebec ex- 
press. Canaan replied that the freight 
had one hour and 10 miuutcs, which, 
if true, would have been plenty of time. 

Browley said he then told Canaan 
that the one hour and 10 minutes was 
the running time of passenger train No. 
34, the Montreal express, which fol- 
lowed the Quebec train. The dispatch- 
er knew a collision was ce*-ain and so 
certain was he that a collision was in- 
evitable that he called up the super- 
intendent and ordered out the wreck- 
ing train a few minutes before the 
erash. Browley testified that he was 
eonfident he had made no error in send- 
ing the order to the freight train or in 
receiving it back for veritication. 


The next witness was John S. Gree- 
ley, the Canaan operator. He identified 
the fatal order as taken by him and 
transferred in duplicate to the crew of 
the freight train. The order showed 
the transposition of figures, but he de- 
clared the order was the same as he re- 
ceived It and repeated it back to Con- 
cord. In response to questions Greeley 
said he was on duty from 7 p. m. to7 a. 
m. daily, and that in addition to work- 
ing the wire he handled baggage, 
freight and mail for three trains. He 
sald he was in the office and near his 
key all night preceding the wreck and 
was not asleep at any time. He was 
sure, he said, the records showed the 
message as he received and repeated it. 


Operator Maher of White River June- 
tion told the commission that Concord 
sent him the same order on the morn- 
ing in question. His order corresponded 
with that reported in the Concord of- 
fice. It developed, however, that, al- 
though the rules require that an order 
shal! be sent to all offices at once, the 
one sent to Canaan was not given to 
the operator there until after Concord 
had sent the order to White River. 

The closing witness was Superin- 
tendent Ray of the Concord division. 
He told of the method of train dispatch- 
ing and gave in detail the steps taken 
by the company to investigate the acci- 
dent and place the responsibility. He 
said that the inquiry had narrowed 
down to Greeley and Browley and that 
the train crews were in ne way respon- 
sible. Ray regarded both operators as 
careful, prudent and thoroughly re- 
sponsible men. At the conclusion of 
Ray’s testimony the hearing was de. 
clared closed. 

The morning session was devoted to 
testimony by the train crews and was

Constanee, Sept. 25.— 
Couut Ferdinand Zepplin, the German 
aeronaut, has made the most successful

#erial voyage hitherto achieved in any 
dirigible balloon. He spent four hours 
and 17 minutes in the air, completely 
circumnavigating the lake of Constance 
and passing over five different states. 
The speed of the airship is estimated 
to have been at least 38 miles an hour. 
When both motors were in operation 
fit easily outdistanced the numerous 
steamers laden with observers that fol- 
lowed on the lake. 

Count Zeppelin, who is 69 years of 
age, Was in command of the airship, 
which bears his name. He had with 
him two assistants and a crew of seven 
men to run the motors. The airship ex- 
ecuted the most diverse evolutions 
possible with the greatest ease, - It 
paraded back and forth before the win 
dows of the royal castle at Friedrich- 
shafen, making the turns on a very 
small radius, and coming the home- 
ward stretch it ascended or descended 
at the will of the pilot, at times almost 
dipping into the water and then rising 
to a height of 600 feet, 

The balloon used is on a_ rigid 
frame, 420 feet long over all. It holds 
11,000 cubic. metres of gas.

Nebraskans Like Taft and Bryan 

Lincoln, Neb., Sept. 25.—Under the 
new state primary law, Sept. 24 was 
the day designated for all political par- 
ties represented on the primary ballot 
to hold their state platform conven- 
tions.

Martin is between two 
fires, for he married a Turkish woman, 
he says, and since then has been under 
the constant surveillance of the sul- 
tan’s spies, because he is believed to 
be connected with a revolutionary 
movement, while he is now put on the 
anxious seat because the Hunchakists 
are after his blood. Martin received a 
postal card from New York. The card 
reads: “Keep silence. Give out noth- 
ing to the Ame rican press. It is on 
pain of death.’ 


Cainpbell Guilty of Siamalaiiniieen 

Chicago, Sept. 25.—Amaza C, Camp- 
bell, a wealthy lumber merchant of 
Antigo, Wis., who killed Benjamin F. 
Harris here last winter, was found 


guilty of manslaughter by a jury last 
night. Accompanying the verdict was 


a recommendation by the jury that the 
punishment be fixed at one year in the 
penitentiary, the minimum penalty. 
Counsel for the defense pleaded the 
“unwritten law.” The shooting of 
Harris, who was a physician of Anti- 
go, was the culmination of trouble 
growing out of the physician’s atten- 
tions to Mrs. Campbell.

The board referred to above, is the 
General Board of the Navy, and if the 
tests they speak of mean anything it 
is that the submarines built here for 
the Electric Boat Company will be 
the type selected. The report is that 
the board will recommend the con- 
struction of at least two battleships 
of 22,000 tons. 

Bids for supplying coal for the 
fleet of battleships to go to the Pacific 
coast were opened Tuesday in Wash- 
ington. The New England Coal and 
Coke Company offered to carry coal 
at $13.50 per ton in three vessels of 
American register or to charter the 
vessels to the government at $13,500 
per month. The Herald’s Washington 
despatch says: Almost half the do- 
mestic tonnage offered came from the 
New England Coal & Coke Company. 

Their attorney, Mr. H. S. Lyons of 
Brookline, stated that his clients were 
probably the lowest of all American 
bidders for the time charters, because 
of the big net tonnage*of the Malden, 
Melrose and Everett, which are to be 
completed Jan. 1. These have an ag- 


gregated capacity of almost 22,000 
tons. 

He added that if return cargoes 
could be secured for those three 


steamers they could figure very close 
to the freights offered by the foreign 
steamers.

Imperial Rescript Suspends Cer- 
tain Newfoundland Laws 


‘ACTION ON THE FISHERIES 


Colonial Authorities Forbidden to 


Seize American Fishermen--Will 


Prevent Any Dispute Relating tc 

Rights Estab'ished In 1818 

St. Johns, Sept. 26.—An imperial re- 
seript, forbidding the service by any 


colonial authority of any legal process 


regarding fishery rights aboard any 
American vessel, and suspending all 


colonial statutes authorizing colonial 


| officials to seize American vessels for 


alleged fishery offenses, Was pro- 
claimed here yesterday. This, it is be- 
Meved, will make it practically impos- 
sible for Premier Boud to carry out his 


» recently announced decision to enforce 


the colonia! fishery laws. 

The rescript forbids the service by 
any colonial authority of any legal 
process aboard an American vessel in 
any suit questioning rights of Amer- 
icans under the convention of 1818 or in 
any suit against employed 
aboard such vessels as part of crews

dispute relating to the common fishery 
rights established by the convention in 
1818. 

Premier Bond had intended to prose- 
cute Newfoundland fishermen who 
might go to aboard American 
vessels contrary to the colonial regula- 
tions. 

The inhabitants of Bay of Islands, 
the principal herring fishery section af- 
fected by the fisheries dispute, held a 
mass meeting and adopted resolutions 
urging the colonial government to re- 
move all restrictions on the fisheries 
during the present season, in view of 
the fact that the whole question is 
about to be submitted to The Hague 
tribunal for arbitration. 

Similar meetings were held by the 
fishermen at Bay St. George and Bonne 
Say. In each case it was voted to ask 

the government to remove all restric- 
tions to the sale of herring, thus obviat- 
ing the necessity of the fishermen ship- 
ping on board Gloucester vessels out- 
side the three-mile limit in order to dis- 
r catch. 
Rond telegraphed the chair- 
men of the meetings, assuring them 
that the government accedes to their 
request and that lawful authority has 
been granted to enable the fishermen 
to sell their herring to the highest bid- 
der during the present season. 

The premier’s reply indicates that 
the government, in view of the issuance 
of the imperial rescript, has decided 
to prevent the exercise of imperial au- 
thority by withdrawing all colonial re- 
strictions against Newfoundland fisher- 
men hiring on board American vessels. 
In other words, Americans will be able 
to enter Newfoundland waters and buy 
herring from the colonists without in- 
terference, as they did prior to 1905.

Bond's Threat a Bluff 


Washington, Sept. 26—Great Brit- 
ain having entered into a modus yi- 
vendi with America, continuing the 


rights of American fishermen in New- 
foundiand waters, pending a specific 
determination of those rights by The 
Hague arbitration, according to the 
view of the officials here, the British 
government in good faith could do no 
less than intervene by an order in coun- 
cil to prevent Sir Robert Bond, the New- 
foundland premier, from infringing the 
rights of the Americans. 

It is statéd that when Bond was in 
London recently he was fully ac- 
quainted with this purpose on the part 
of the British covernment. His threat 
to enforce colonial laws, passed with 
the deliberate intent of depriving Amer- 
ican fishermen of their treaty rights, 
is regarded by officials here as a mere 
“bluff” and not supported by a major- 
ity of Newfoundlanders. According to 
one report at the department of state, 
Sir James Winter, who preceded Bond 
as the premier there, in an interview, 
said: 

“The feeling in the colony is elther 
one of indifference to and even ignor- 
ance of the whole question, or among a 
very small fraction of the population 
of strong antagonism to the line of pol- 
icy which Sir Robert Bond has adopted 
The only fisheries in the colony which 
are directly affected by the present 
question are those which are much bet- 
ter served by being left alone, that is 
by not being interfered with by Bond— 
fisheries which are accordingly pre- 
served and conserved by his modus yi- 
vendi.” j 

This view of the matter is accepted 
as correct by the state department. 

The American fishing captains offer 
tempting wages to the Newfoundland 
fishermen to ship on their 
which interfered very seriously with 
the designs of the local boat owners, 
hence the opposition which is supported 
by Bond.

Hitherto Kept Secret 


DETAILS OF A TEXAS DEAL 


Inquisitor Kellogg Wrings From Wit- 
ness the Story of How Standard 
"Sold’’ Its Texas Company on a 
Verbal Agreement 
New York, Sept. 26.—Some interest- 

ing evidence hidden in the voluminous 


schedule of oil tariffs submitted to the 


interstate commerce commission by the 
Standard Oil company was unfolded at 
the hearing of the federal suit against 
the so-called trust, when Calvin M. 
Payne, vice president of the National 
Transit company, took the witness 
stand to tell about the various pipe lines 
of the oil combine over which he Has 
general supervision. 

The schedule shows that tariffs for 
the transportation of crude oil by the 
Standard’s pipe lines are fixed at Union- 


ville, on the state line between New 
York and New Jersey, and Centre 
bridge, located on the New  Jersey- 


Peunsylvania state line. Payne admit- 
ted that Unionville first sprung into ex- 
istence in 1906, when the Hepburn bill, 
which provides that common carriers 
must publish tariff schedules, becamea 
law. 

The pipes of the National Transit 
company, carrying oil from Olean, N. 
Y., and other western points, connect 
with the pipe line of the Standard Oil 
company of New Jersey at Unionville. 
At Centrebridge, the pipe line carry- 
ing the oils of the Eureka, Buckeye, 
Southern Pennsylvania and National 
Transit from Lima, O., to 
the seaboard connects with the Stand- 
‘ard of New Je rsey line. 

} Frank B. for the 
| government, sought to show that no in- 
dependent company could send oil to 
the seaboard over those lines, because 
rates could not be obtained from those 
| points through New Jersey. 

The control of the Corsicana Refining 
company of Texas, which the govern- 
ment, in its bill of complaint, alleges 
is really owned by the Standard, was 
inquired into. Payne and Henry C. 
Folger testified that they held official 
positions with the Standard, and that 
from 1898, when the refinery was built, 
to 1906 they held the stock of the com- 
| pany for the National Transit company 
and in 1906 purchased the Corsicana 
stock by a verbal agreement with John 
D. Archbold to pay $992,000 for it in 
10 years. 

Mr. Folger said that no notes or se- 
curities were given in the transaction. 
The records of the Corsicana company 
are left in the office of the National 
Transit company in Oil City, Pa. 

“Who made the sale?’ 

“We talked it over with John D. 
Archbold, and a verbal agreement wu3 
made of the sale. No cash was paid.” 

“Did you get a deed?” 

“No. the company always stood in 
our name,” said Folger. 

Witness he and Payne paid 
$109,000 of the purchase price at the 
end of 1906. Folger admitted when he 
and Payne bought the Corsicana there 
was absolutely no change made in its 
management in any way. 

“Then the whole thing was merely a 
verbal understanding between you and 
Archbold?” he was asked. 

“Yes.” 

“You have no record of this purchase 
involving over a million dollars?’ 

Folger stated that he and Payne had 
turned into the treasury all the earn- 
ings of the Corsicana, but had later 

rawn out $45,000, which they divided.

In early spring we found meadows 
yellow with marsh marigold, so often 
called cowslip. At this season every 
brook bears upon its banks the 
greater bur-marigold, golden in 
color and resembling a daisy in shape. 
The blossoms of this plant bring 
greater cheer to the human heart, 
than the fruit. This fruit is black 
or brown and shaped like a pitch- 
fork. Perhaps you have picked hun- 
dreds of them from your clothing, 
thus spoiling a free ride they were 
taking over the country. This strik- 
ing plant has a little sister who shows 


no petals. This little unobserved one 


has a home in every rough place. 
But she gets in her work all right 
in the fruiting season. We hunt, 
often in vain for her; but her fruit 


is with us. 


Everybody ought to know the 
asters. White, blue, purple, pink- 
ish blossoms everywhere. In field, 


woods, meadows, roadsides they find 
their habitat. 

The Turtle-head with large pinkish 
white heads at the summit of a long 
stem is found in moist places. The 


shape of the blossom somewhat re- 
sembles the head of a turtle. 
Of course you all know the Joe 


Pye weed, that large flattish topped 


plant bearing purple blossoms, and 
large leaves whorled around the 
stem. Quincy and Braintree ought to 


be very proud of this plant, for it is 
said that the man for whom it was 
hamed was a native of East Brain- 
tree. He was Dr. Joe Pye and it was 
well known, so they say, that he cured 
typhoid fever by means of this plant. 
His end was tragic. So much so, in- 
deed, I fear one would credit it 
if an account of it was given to the 
public. 

A little plant found hovering over 
ditches is the tear-thumb. There are 
two kinds bearing different shaped 
leaves. One is the arrow-leaved tear- 
thumb; the other, the halbred, leavea 
tear-thumb. The blossoms are quite, 
small in little bunches, The coloris 
white, if 1 may be permitted to call 
white a color. The reason for the 
hame becomes apparent, when the 
plant is handled. These plants came 
to us from Asia. 

A very pretty plant found in moist 
places is the common milk-wort. It 
looks like a rose-purple patch in 
damp places so thickly does it grow. 
The heads are long, and narrow, and 
somewhat clover-like. When this 
plant is found in shady places the 
blossoms are white. 

A wiry stemmed little plant with 
reddish branches and leafless bears 
small orange-colored blossoms, This 
is a St. John’s wort called orange 
grass. It is found in sandy places. 

Growing, in the same locality is 
another low branching plant, bearing 
small blue blossoms. This is blue- 
curls or bastard penny royal. It has 
a balsam-like odor. 

The owers mentioned may be found 
in nearly every country’ place in 
September.. Other plants, that linger 
late, especially butter and eggs, 
daisies, mayweed and tansy are quite 
noticeable at this season.

Our Senator

the abutter Sen. Jenney agreed to the 
bill of the committee as it was enact- 
ed, but the measure was somewhat 
modified from that originally reported 
and abutters upon public highways 
traversed by interurban may 
recover consequential damages. 

The senator is of robust physique 
and in temperament he is kindly and 
thoughtful of others, careful not to 
wound if it can be avoided. In fact, 
in Sen. Jenney it has been frequently 
remarked there is good timber for a 
president of the senate. He 
shoulder to shoulder with Taft 
Vahey, sturdily fighting for the pass- 
age of the shoe machinery bill, com- 
batting every position taken by its op- 
ponents, and to him belongs no small 
share of the final victory of as hard 
fought a measure as has ever been 
enacted by the legislature.

SUICIDE THEORY DOUBTED 


Possibility That Important Murder 
Witness was Slain 

Chesterfield, Me., Sept. 27.—That 
Ray Hutchins, the 17-year-old chief 
witness for the state against Harvey 
A. Searles, who is accused of the mur- 
der of his wife in July last, met with 
foul play and did not commit suicide 
by hurling himself in the river, is the 
latest theory to be advanced in this 
sensational case. Searles was in pris- 
on when Hutchins died. 

Dr. Sanborn, superintendent of the 
ipsane hospital where Searles has been 
kept since Friday, reported to the court 
yesterday that Searles was sane, and 
later in the day the grand jury report: 
ed indictments charging him with the 
murder of his wife and assault with 
intent to murder his brother, Jesse. 

It was young Hutchins who testified 
before the coroner that Searles had de- 
clared to him just before the murder: 
“If I find my wife with my brother 
Jesse, I will kill them both and take my 
own life.” He, the state claims, was 
the last person to see the accused man 
before the murder, and it was on “him 
the state depended heavily. 

A little less than a month ago Hutch- 
ins disappeared. His bicycle was 
found in the river a day or so later, and 
about 10 days after this. the lad’s body 
was found in the same river. Suicide 
as the result of worry over his promi- 
nence in the shocking murder case was 
the general belief, and so read the cor- 
oner’s jury report.

EXCESSIVE PROHITS 


$4,000,000 In One Year 


INVESTMENT WAS $2,228,758 


Government Counsel! Says Earnings 


Have In Some Cases Been Twenty 
Times Actual Cost of Operaticn-- 
More About Receiving Stations 


New York, Sept. 27.—The Indiana 
Pipe Line company, a subsidiary of the 
Standard Oil company, made a profit 
of $4,091,022 in 1908 on a total invest- 
ment of $2,228,758, according to the 
company’s figures produced by George 
Chesebro, controller of the National 
Pipe Line company, who appeared as a 
witness in the federal suit against the 
oil combine. 

Mr. Chesebro testified that the In- 
diana Pipe Line company was a com- 
mou carrier and engaged only in the 
transportation of oil. From balance 
sheets of the company, Mr. Kellogg, 
conducting the government’s§ case, 
sought to show that the Indiana com- 
pany was making excessive protits and 
that it maintained a high schedule of 
tariffs to prevent shipments of oil by 
independent oil producers. 

Mr. Chesebro testified that the In- 
diana company transported practically 
only the oll of the Standard company. 
The counsel for the government al- 
leges that it will be shown that the 
profits made by these pipe line com- 
panies have in some cases been 20 
times the actual cost of operation. 

Calvin N. Payne, who, with H. C. 
Folger, Jr., owns the Corsicana Refin- 
ing company of Texas, under examina- 
tion yesterday, stated that the tanks 
and receiving stations at the end of the 
pipe line of the New York Transit com- 
pany, also called the National Transit 
company, at Unionville, N. J., and at 
the termini of the pipe lines of the Na- 
tional Transit company at Centre 
sridge, Pa., and Ford Grove, Pa., were 
built the year the Hepburn law went 
into effect. 

Mr. Payne was stating that he sup- 
posed there was some legal reason for 
building these receiving stations on 
the state lines of New York and New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania and New Jersey, 
and Pennsylvania and Maryland, when 
John G. Milburn, chief of the defend- 
ant’s counsel, interposed and said he 
gave the advice. 

Mr. Milburn, cross-examining the 
witness, developed the testimony that 
the pipe lines connecting the terminals 
at Unionville, Centre Bridge and Ford 
Grove with tidewater at New York and 
Baltimore were the private lines of the 
Standard Oil company of New Jersey 
and were not publie carriers. Payne 
said that the National and New York 
Transit companies were prepared to 
accept business over the lines and to 
deliver it at their receiving stations. 


Warning From Archbod 

New York, Sept. 27.—John D. Arch- 
bold, vice president of the Standard 
Oil company, has issued a general no- 
tice to the effect that false and inju- 
rious statements are being scattered 
broadcast, as from a “representative 
of the Standard Oil company,” and 
Stating that no credit should be given 
to any statement purporting to ema- 
nate from the Standard Oil company un- 
less signed by an executive official of 
the company or its designated attorney. 


Will Be Asked to Back Statement 

Chicago, Sept. 27.—James A. Moffat, 
president of the Standard Oil company 
of Indiana, has been subpoenaed to 
appear before the federal grand jury 
in this city Tuesday next. Moffat will 
be asked to substantiate his statement 
that other shippers in the vicinity of 
Whiting, Ind., have been as guilty as the 
Standard Ol company in accepting re- 
bates from the Chicago and Alton rail- 
road. 


Currency Bill Endorsed 

Atlantic City, Sept. 27.—The report 
of the currency commission appointed 
last year was made yesterday to the 
convention of the American Bankers’ 
association, now in session in this city.

THE AMERICA'S CUP 


Regret That {¢ Is Medged About | 


by Technicalties 


_ | YACHTSMEN’S OPINIONS VARY 


Lipton Wou d Have Sympathy of New 
England_rs tf He Tried to Bring 
About Race “Vith Other Than a 


Scow Boat For a Challenger 


Boston, Sept. 27.—New England 
yachtsmen express much regret that a 
trophy 
as the America’s cup canyot be sailed 


for in the same spirit which obtains in 


which bas become so famous 


other international sport, notably in 
the recent so-called sonder class yacht 
races held in this country 
luany. 

Opinion, however, is decidedly at 
Variance as to what the trust deed un- 
der which the cup is held really means, 
but because of the amenities between 
yacht clubs and the reluctance of local 
members of the New York Yacht club 
to critic'se the action of a meeting at 
which they were not present none of 
those who were seen will permit them- 
selyes to be quoted publicly. 

That the New York Yacht club is 
technically right in its constructions of 
the deed of. gift, but that Sir Thomas 
Lipton would have the sympathy of 
New England yachtsmen if he tried to 
bring about a race under a less ex- 
treme boat than that typified by the Re- 
liance, seems to voice the general sentl- 
ment. One or two yachtsmen are of 
the opinion that an English built scow 
type of boat could be brought to this 
country. The same yachtsmen, how- 
ever, hope that the next cup race will 
be sailed with boats of less than 90- 
foot waterline, in order that builders 
of moderate means may have a chance 
to defend the cup. 

Another yachtsman believes that the 
present American rating rule has been 
sufficiently tried out to prove its worth 
and hopes that a challenge will be ac- 
cepted for a 90-foot sloop built under 
that rule. Still another cannot see how 
the New York Yacht club can refuse a 
challenge under a rule which is on its 
own books, while others feel that the 
attitude of the club is bad for the sport, 
in that it is quibbling over technicali- 
ties instead of treating the matter on

a broad basjs. One man points out 
that in nearly every instance wherea 
challenge has been sent the mutual 


agreement Clause has been brought into 
effect, and numerous conditions of the 
deed itself have been waived or modi- 
fied. 

There were very few of those who 
were interviewed who did not refer to 
what they considered a spirit of com- 
mercialism in connection with recent 
races for the America’s cup and regret- 
ted that anything of the kind should 
have come into the sport. 

On the whole, New England yachts- 
men may be considered as eager for 
another race for the America’s cup, but 
they want it on a broad, sportsmanlike 
basis, with yachts that are seaworthy 
and which will develop the highest type 
of design and bring out the highest 
quality of seamanship. 


Expecis to Surmount D fficulties 

London, Sept. 27.—Sir Thomas Lip- 
ton was interviewed last night after he 
had learned the reasons why bis chal- 
lenge to race for the America’s cup 
had been declined by the New York 

Yacht club. He said: 

“I still have plenty of time to issue 
another challenge, but all depends up- 
on what | am advised to do. Mr. Fife 
is coming especially to consult with me 
on the situation. 

“I know the New York Yacht club 
feels its responsibility and I am quite 
willing to abide by its decision. I can- 
not hélp hoping that the existing diffi- 
culty may be overcome and that a race 
will occur in 1908. I will do everything 
in my power that is reasonable to meet 
the wishes of our American friends. I 
am willing to consider most favorably 
the idea of challenging with a 90-foot 
boat, if that will be received under the 
conditions existing in the New York 
Yacht club, and if Mr. Fife can design 
a boat which will give me a reasonable 
prospect of success. Although such a 
boat might have to be constructed as a 
freak boat, even then I would be only 
too pleased to do it.” 


New Trophy Suggested 

London, Sept. 27.—The morning pa- 
pers, writing editorially of the refusal 
‘by the New York Yacht club to accept 
the challenge for the America’s cup 
made by Sir Thomas Lipton, express 
the opinion that if the club persists in 
its present attitude the cup must be 
ruled out as an international trophy, 
since nobody else is likely to challenge 
for it. 

The Daily Mail and The Daily News 
suggest that the time has arrived to 
institute another international .trophy 
for yacht racing under rules more in 
accordance with modern conditions. 
The Daily News says the Americans 
eovered themselves with glory when 
they captured the cup, but that they 
might gain more renown now by losing 
it than by keeping it under grotesque- 
ty unequal conditions.

THRIFTY JAP COLONIES: 


Texas Has Several and a 
Nipponite Settlers. 


RICE GROWING CHIEF WORK 


Home Style of Culture Introduced With 
Great Success—Well Supplied With 
Money For Their Operations—Turn- 
ing to Fruit Now—Scout Talk of Wag 


Unlike California, Texas is glad to 
have Japanese within its borders, says 
a special dispatch from Webster, Tex., 
to the Philadelphia Record. It has 
half a dozen colonies of the little 
brown men now, all so industrious and 
peaceful that they are considered good 
citizens. Through them oriental ele- 
ments are being brought into the agri- 
cultural methods of the state, 

The principal colonies are at Deep- 
water, Webster, Wharton and Victoria, 
and in all there are probably 500 Japs 
in the state. A number of Japanese 
rice farmers are also located along the 
line of the Southern Pacific between 
Houston and Beaumont. They are 
adepts at growing rice and other farm 
products. At Deepwater the Japanese 
method of transplanting rice has been 
followed for the last two years with 
the greatest success and profit. 

The rice harvesting season is now in 
and the scene in the Jap- 
anese an animated one 
from early morning until late in the 
evening. They conduct the harvesting 
work on the co-operative plan, much 
the same as wheat harvesting is car- 
ried on in the middle states of the 
north. All the Japanese farmers in 
the colony join forces and help thrash 
the crops on the different farms. The 
Japanese make a holiday out of the 
work, They appear to get much en- 
joyment out of everything they do. 

A noticeable thing about the Jap- 
anese in Texas is that they never lose 
sight of their patriotism for their na- 
tive country. ‘The Japanese flag al- 
ways occupies a position of honor 
upon every farm. It may be seen fly- 
ing upon the thrashing machines while 
the rice thrashing work is in progress. 
It is frequently planted upon some ele- 
vated spot in the field, where it is in 
constant view of the little brown men 
while they are working. The Jap- 
anese colonists in Texas have many 
thousands of acres in rice this year. 
The yield will be heavy and the profits 
from the crop large. 

The home life of the Webster and 
Deepwater colonists is very similar to 
that which they lead in Japan. They 
attend strictly to their own affairs and 
seem to be more interested in their 
farni work than in anything else. The 
older colonies have succeeded so well 
that the estabiishment of a number of 
others is contemplated. A number of 
Japanese bought several thousand 
acres of land near Wharton last spring 
and established a eolony of fifty Japa- 
nese thereon. They rapidly developed 
the virgin land into the most attractive 
rice farms in the state. They had more 
than 5,000 acres in rice this year. They 
were amply supplied with money from 
the start with which to carry out their 
plans, and extensive and costly im- 
provements have been made, including 
an up to date system of irrigating ca- 
nals and ditches, comfortable resi- 
dences, barns and rice warehouses. 
They used traction engines as the mo- 
tive power in breaking up the land. 
The cultivation and harvesting of the 
rice crop were done with the mést 
modern farm implements. Their in- 
dustrious and law abiding ways won 
for them the respect of the people of 
that section. 

A farming company was organized 
last spring, with a capital stock of 
$200,000, for the purpose of establish- 
ing a colony of Japanese near Victoria. 
The company is composed of Japanese. 
The colony will harvest a large crop 
of rice this year. 

Some of the Japanese farmers are 
introducing native fruits and vegeta- 
bles into Texas. Y. Myuma, who has 
a large farm near Fannette, planted a 
patch of his ground in Japanese mel- 
ons this summer as an experiment. 
The melons thrived wonderfully, and 
he now has an abundant harvest of 
them. The melons have been placed 
in the markets at Houston and Beau-

Seven of the 
Octopus Style 
To Be Built 

At Quincy 


Quincy secured a large government 
Saturday. A Maurice 
Low, the Washington correspondent 
of the Globe writes under date of 
Saturday: The Electric Boat Com- 
pany, which is said to be controlled 
by ex-Rear Admiral Bowles and his 


contract on 


associates of the Fore River ship 
building company of Quincy, Mass., 


today won a complete victory over its 
rivals and secured a contract’ for 
seven submarine boats. The con- 
troversy over the question of the type 
of submarines to be built has been 
going on for some time and was only 
decided today after Secretary Metcalf 
had secured the advice of President 
Roosevelt and Atty. General Bona- 
parte, 

The seven submarines to be built 
will be similar to the Octopus, of the 
Holland type, which defeated all com- 
petitors in recent tests in New Eng- 
land waters. Four of the vessels will 
be almost exact duplicates of the 
Octopus. The other three will be of 
the same general type, but of greater 
displacement. This is in accordance 
with the ideas of Representative 
Roberts, who has fathered the sub- 
marine boats in congress for years. 
He contended last winter that not 
only ought we to build submarines 
like those already constructed, but 
that larger ones should be construct- 
ed also, until this country is abreast 
of some European nations in the mat- 
ter of submarine boat construction. 

FORE RIVER NOTES. 

The great interest in turbines is 
again shown by the fact that the new 
Stuyvesant High School in New York 
will offer a course this winter in the 
practical handling of a turbine en- 
gine. It will be the first course of its 
kind.

‘BELOVED BY NATION 


McKinley a Good Citizen, Brave 
Soldier and Wise Executive 


EXEMPLAR TO HIS PEOPLE 


His Career Taught Us the Lesson 
of Broad Human Sympathy For All

Dedication of McKinley Mausoleum 


Canton, O., Sept. 30.—The great Mc- 
Kinley mausoleum, with the bronze 
statue of President McKinley, was dedi- 
cated today in the presence of many 
notable men from al! over the country. 
Justice Day, president of the Memorial 
association, introduced Governor Har- 
tis as president of the day. Invocation 
was offered by Dr. Frank M. Bristol of 
Washington, and Governor Harris de- 
livered an address. The “Star Spangled 
Banner” was sung. 

Justice Day spoke on “The Building 
of the Memorial.” Miss Helen McKin- 
ley, sister of the late president, un- 
veiled the beonze statue on the south 
Staircase. James Whitcomb Riley read 
a poem. President Roosevelt then de- 
livered an oration on “McKinley.” 
“America” Was sung and Bishop Horst- 
man of Cleveland pronounced the bene- 
diction. The president’s address fol- 
lows: 

We have gathered together today to 
pay our meed of respect and affection to 
the memory of William McKinley, who 
as president won a place in the hearts 
of the American people such as but 
three or four of all the presidents of 
this country have ever won. He was 
of singular uprightness and purity of 
character, alike in public and in private 
life; a citizen who loved peace, he did 
his duty faithfully and well for four 
year of war when the honor of the na- 
tion called him to arms. 

As congressman, as governor of his 
state, and finally as president, he rose 
to the foremost place among our states- 
men, reaching a position which would 
satisfy the keenest ambition; but he 
never lost that simple and thoughtful 
kindness toward every human being, 
great or small, lofty or humble, with 
whom he was brought in contact, which 
60 endeared him to our people. 

He had.to grapple with more serious 
and complex problems than any presi- 
dent since Lincoln, and yet, while meet- 
ing every demand of statesmanship, he 
continued to live a beautiful and touch- 
ing family life, a life very healthy for 
this nation to see in its foremost citi- 
zen; and now the woman who walked 
in the shadow ever after his death, the 
wife to whom his loss was a calamity 
more crushing than it could be to any 
other human being, lies beside him here 
in the samesepulcher. There isa singu- 
lar appropriateness in the inscription 
on his monument: 

“William McKinley, President of the 
United States, a statesman singularly 
gifted to unite the discordant forces 
of the government and mold the diverse 
purposes of men toward progressive 
and salutary action; a magistrate whose 
poise of judgment has been tested and 
yindicated in a succession of national 
emergencies; good citizen, brave sol- 
dier, wise executive, helper and leader 
of men, exemplar to his people of the 
virtues that build and conserve the 
state, society and the home.” 

It would be hard to imagine an ep!l- 
taph which a good citizen would be 
more anwnious to deserve or one which 
would more happily describe the quali- 
ties of that great and good citizen 
whose life we here commemorate. He 
possessed to a very extraordinary de- 
gree the gift of uniting discordant 
forces and securing from them a har- 
monious action which told for good 
government. 

From purposes not merely diverse, 
but bitterly conflicting, he was able to 
secure healthful action for the good of 
the state. In both poise and judgment 
he rose level to the several emergencies 
he had to meet as a leader of the nation, 
and like all men with the root of true 
greatness in them he grew to steadily 
larger stature under the stress of heavy 
responsibilities. 

He was a good citizen and a brave 
soldier, a chief executive whose wisdom 
entitled him to the trust which he re- 
ceived throughout the nation. He was 
not only a leader of men but pre-emi- 
nently a helper of men; for one of his 
most marked traits was the intensely 
human quality of his wide and deep 
sympathy. 

Finally, he not merely preached; he 
was, that most valuable of all citizens 
in a democracy like ours, a man who 
in the highest place served as an uncon- 
scious example to his people of the vir- 
tues that build and conserve alike our 
public life, and the foundation of all 
public life, the intimate life of the 
home. 

Many lessons are taught us by his 
career, but none more valuable than 
the lesson of broad human sympathy 
for and among all of our citizens of 
all classes and creeds. No other presi- 
dent has ever more deserved to have 
his life work characterized in Lin- 
coln’s words as being carried on “with 
malice toward none, with charity to- 
ward all.” 

As a boy he worked hard with his 
hands; he entered the army as a private 
soldier; he knew poverty; he earned his 
own livelihood; and by his own exer- 
tions he finally rose to the position of 
a man of moderate means. Not merely 
was he in personal touch with farmer 
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and town dweller, with capitalist and 
wageworker, but he felt an intimate 
understanding of each, and therefore 
an intimate sympathy with each; and 
his consistent effort was to try to judge 
all by the same standard and to treat 
all with the same justice. Arrogance 
toward the weak, and envious hatred 
of those well off, were equally abbor- 
gent to his just and gentle soul. 

Surely this attitude of his should be 
the attitude of all our people today. It 
would be a cruel disaster to this coun- 
try to permit ourselves to adopt an at- 
titude of hatred and envy toward suc- 
cess worthily won, toward wealth hon- 
estly acquired. Let us in this respect 
profit by the example of the republics 
of this Western Hemisphere to the 
south of us. Some of these republics 
have prospered greatly; but there are 
certain ones that have lagged far be- 
hind, that still continue in a condition 
of material poverty, of social and po- 
litical unrest and confusion. 

Without exception the republics of 
the former class are those in whieb 
honest industry has been assured of re- 
ward and protection; those where a 
cordial welcome has been extended to 
the kind of enterprise which benefits 
the whole country, while incidentally, 
as is right and proper, giving sub- 
stantial rewards to those who manifest 
it. On the other hand, the poor and 
backward republics, the republics in 
which the lot of the average citizen is 
least desirable, and the lot of the labor- 
ing man worst of all, are precisely 
those republics in which industry has 
been killed because wealth exposed its 
owner to spoliation. 

From the standpoint of our material 
prosperity there is only one thing as 
important as the discouragement of a 
spirit of envy and hostility toward hon- 
est business men, toward honest men 
of means; this is the discouragement 
of dishonest business men, the war up- 
on the chicanery and wrongdoing 
whieh are peculiarly repulsive, pe- 
culiarly noxious, when exhibited by 
men who have no excuse of want, of 
poverty, of ignorance, for their crimes. 

Men of means, and above all men 
of great wealth, can exist in safety un- 
der the peaceful protection of the state, 
only in orderly societies, where liberty 
manifests itself through and under the 
law. It is these men who, more than 
any others, should, in the interests of 
the class to which they belong, in the 
Interests of their children and _ their 
children’s children, seek in every way, 
but especially in the conduct of their 
lives, to insist upon and to build up 
respect for the law. It is a veritable 
calamity to achieve a temporary tri- 
umph by violation or evasion of the 
law; and we are the best friends of the 
man of property, we show ourselves the 
staunchest upholders of the rights of 
property, when we set our faces like 
flint against those offenders who do 
wrong in order to acquire great wealth 
or who use this wealth asa help to 
wrongdoing. 

Wrongdoing Is confined to no class. 
Good and evil are to be found among 
both rich and poor, and in drawing 
the line among our fellows we must 
draw it on conduct and not on worldly 
possessions. 

In the abstract most of us will admit 
this. In the concrete we can act upon 
such doctrine only if we really have 
knowledge of and sympathy with one 
another. If both the wage-worker and 
the capitalist are able to enter each into 
the other's life, to meet him so as to 
get Into genuine sympathy with him, 
most of the misunderstanding between 
them will disappear and its place will 
be taken by a judgment broader, juster, 
more kindly, and more generous; for 
each will find in the other the same 
essential human attributes that exist 
in himself. 

It was President McKinley’s pecu- 
liar glory that in actual practice he 
realized this as it is given to but few 
men to realize it; that his broad and 
deep sympathies made him feel a genu- 
ine sense of oneness with all his fellow- 
Americans, whatever their station or 
work in life, so that to his soul they 
were all joined with him ina great 
brotherly democracy of the spirit. 

It is not given to many of us in our 
lives actually to realize this attitude 
to the extent that he did, but we can 
at least have it before us as the goal 
of our endeavor, and by so doing we 
shall pay honor better than in any 
other way to the memory of the dead 
president whose services in life we this 
day commemorate. 


Teselli to Tour America 
Florence, Sept. 30.—Enrico Teselll, 
who last week married Countess 
Montignoso in London, in an interview 
here confirmed the reports that it was 
his intention to make an American tour 
as a singer, but declined to give any 
details concerning it. He protested 
energetically against the rumors that 

his wife is in a delicate condition. 


Warship Will Relieve Distress 

St. Johns, Sept. 30.—The British war- 
ship Brilliant has been sent to Twillin- 
gate, by order of the admiralty officers 
at Halifax, to assist in relieving the 
distress caused by the recent heavy 
gale, which wrought havoc at many 
points along the Newfoundland coast. 
Twenty-six yessels went ashore at 
Twillingate. 


Two Women Killed by Train 

Philadelphia, Sept. 80.—Mrs. Maggie 
Finnerty, aged 34 years, and Miss Cece- 
lia Brenna, aged 43 years, were struck 
by a train at Nicetown, a suburb, and 
killed. The women were crossing the 
railroad tracks when they were run 
down by an express.

FROM A HUB PULPIT 


Attack Upon Mayor of “Bigger, 
Better and Busier Boston” 


SLOGAN MUST BE CHANGED 


Suggestion That It Be ‘‘Boston For 
the Bosses and Boozers’’--Fitzger- 
ald’s Appointees and Other Official 
Acts Assailed 


Boston, Sept. 30.—Rev. W. H. Bus- 
tard, pastor of the Dudley Street Bap- 
tist church, last night, at his evening 
service, attacked Mayor Fitzgerald. 
Bustard said that he realized that he 
was about to say some things possibly 
detrimental to Fitzgerald's further suc- 
cess, but that, for each instance cited 
of the mayor’s maladministration of 
olfice, he had proof. 

Continuing, Bustard _ said: “In 
Mayor Fitzgerald's last campaign his 
slogan was ‘A Bigger, Better, Busier 
Boston.’ If he is a candidate a second 
time, his slogan must of a necessity be 
‘Boston for the Bosses and Boozers.’ 

“Our present mayor has the distine- 
tion of having appointed more saloon- 
keepers and bartenders to public office 
than any previous mayor.” 

Mr. Bustard then arraigned Super- 
intendent of Streets Dolye and “Jim” 
Curley, and added: “For James Cur- 
ley’s criminal record I expect the Demos 
crats of Boston to some time elect him 
mayor. 

“As soon as Mr. Fitzgerald was in of- 
fice he appointed the saloonkeeper, 
James Doyle, to be superintendent of 
Streets, one of the most responsible of 
city offices. 

“He tried to get an appropriation of 
$300,000 set aside for the water depart- 
ment. The head of the water depart- 
ment said that the department did not 
need this sum of money, thus clearly 
proving that the money was to be used 
for graft in that department. 

“Mr. Fitzgerald tried to get a loan 
bill through for the purpose of buying 
playgrounds. As a matter of fact sev- 
eral more sites for playgrounds are to 
be purchased by the city. Fitzgerald 
was a party to a scheme by which the 
city was to purchase, for three times 
its real value, a piece of swamp grounds 
on the outskirts of the city, this to be 
converted into a playground. 

“When the department of sealer of 
weights and measures was, as it was 
afterward proven, in a wholly demoral- 
ized and incompetent state, Fitzgerald 
attempted to secure the appointment 
of eight additional sealers for men who 
were his political allies. This would 
mean an added drain upon the city of 
$10,000 to provide for these men’s sal- 
aries. 

“One of Fitzgerald’s friends, a young 
man, was appointed a collector of poll 
taxes. He made a really good namefor 
himself and did a good work as a col- 
lector. This so elated the mayor and 
gave him such assurance that he had 
20 incompetent clerks, friends of his, 
appointed to have the same rating as the 
young man I have spoken of, with an 
increase of salary for each of them. 

“Among his saloonkeeper appointees 
I may mention two. One of the three 
health commissioners is a man named 
Norris. Norris is a saloopkeeper. His 
only recommendation for this very re- 
sponsible office is (and this is but a pos- 
sibility) that Norris kept his saloon 
clean. Another saloonkeeper, named 
Nolan, was appointed to the depart- 
ment of public works.” 

Mr. Bustard then claimed that the 
mayor’s paper, The Republic, benefited 
financially from concerns desiring fa- 
vors from the city. 


Women Killed Without Warning 

Norfolk, Sept. 80.—Mrs. Henry 
Holmes and Mrs. U. G. Munsell of 
Springtield, Mass., delegates to the 
convention of Bible students of Amer- 
ica in session here, were run down by a 
switch engine in this city almost in 
sight of their husbands and instantly 
killed. No headlight was on the tender 
of the engine, nor was there a flagman 
on the running board as the train backed 
out of a warehouse across Main street. 


Root Welcomed to Mexico 

Monterey, Mex., Sept. 30.—Secretary 
of State Root crossed the Rio Grande 
river yesterday and became the guest 
of the republic of Mexico. As the 
train reached the Mexican side, two 
military bands played lively American 
airs. When it came to a halt General 
Gallardo, in the name of President Diaz 
and the people of Mexico, tendered the 
visitor the freedom and hospitality of 
the country. 


Balloon Race In Bad Weather 

aris, Sept. 30.—A long distance 
balloon race for the grand prize of the 
Aero Club of France was started from 
the Tuilleries gardens yesterday after- 
hoon under most unfavorable weather 
conditions. A drizzling rain was fall- 
ing and the wind came out of the 
southeast, which will take the balloons 
toward the English coast and destroy 
the chances of a record unless it shifts. 


Monument to General Sigel 

New York, Sept. 30.—General Franz 
Sigel’s daughter, Mrs. Lella Schohl, 
pulled the cord which loosed the flag 
unveiling the granite monument to the 
Civil war hero on the slope of Wood- 
lawn cemetery. There were gathered 
about the monument relatives of Gen- 
eral Sigel, members of the Grand Army 
and members of the United German 
Singing societies.

GALE AND A DELUGE 


At Least Two Lives Are Lost Off the 

New England Coast 

Boston, Sept. 30—The 

which set in Saturday evening, 
and contnued Sunday with an unusual- 
ly heavy rainfall, changed last night toa 
northwest gale, which swept along the 
New England coast at from 50 to 70 
miles an hour. Fears that news of dis- 
aster to shipping would come in the 
wake of the storm have not been borne 
out, only two or three cases of damage

to vessels having been reported, and 
these of minor consequence. Vessel 
masters had generally received  sufti- 


cient warning of the storm and were 
able to make harbors safely. 

Two men were lost overboard from 
the Provincetown schooner Annie M. 
Perry while returning from the fishing 
grounds. The men were setting a try- 
sail when they were swept away by a 
heavy sea which boarded the vessel. 
In spite of the gale, which rendered 
the task one of great danger, Captain 
Cabrial ordered a dory put overboard 
and a crew from the schooner got away 
in search of their shipmates, but both 
the men were drowned before they 
could be reached. They were of Portu- 
guese descent, but their names are un- 
known. 

The total rainfall of 3.09 inches, 
which is the amount failing between 7 
o'clock Saturday night and 7 o'clock 
last night, is the greatest amount of 
rain which has fallen on any day in 
September in the history of the local 
weather bureau. The record of 7.48 
inches for the month is also the great- 
est rainfall in any September since 1882. 


Unable to Appear In Court 

Boston, Sept. 30.—Solomon Robit- 
shek of Lowell, who was defaulted in 
the federal court after being found 
guilty of using the United States mails 
in an attempt to defraud the Salvation 
Army of $30,000, was visited by a 
United States marshal at his home in 
Lowell and found to be too sick to 
leave home and thus had been unable 
to come to court for his sentence. On 
account of the man’s condition the 
marshal took no action. 


Accidentally Killed Himself 

Bangor, Me., Sept. 30.—The body of 
Thomas Merriman of Portland, an ex- 
press messenger, was found at the en- 
trance to a pasturein Glenburn. Merri- 
man had been partridge shooting. It 
is believed that as he was climbing the 
fence separating the pasture from the 
main road his rifle was accidentally 
discharged, killing him. The coroner 
found no evidence of foul play or sul- 
tide. 


Bishop Presented With Purse 

Fitchburg, Mass., Sept. 30.—A _ re- 
ception was tendered here to Bishop 
Feehan of Fall River by the people of 
St. Bernard’s Roman Catholic church, 
with which he was connected for 25 
years. The exercises were held in city 
hall. Mary J. M. McMahon delivered 
an address of welcome and presented 
the bishop with a purse of $1300 raised 
by his former parishoners. 


Killed by Mother’s Death 

Lowell, Mass., Sept. 30.—Following 
the funeral of his mother Saturday, 
Rev. James A. Walsh, aged 44, curate 
of the Sacred Heart church in East Bos- 
ton, died suddenly of heart disease yes- 
terday. Walsh had been here sev eral 
weeks, trying to improve his own 
health and to watch over his feeble 
mother. The shock which he sustained 
In her death was great. 


Burns Caused Child’s Death 

Medford, Mass., Sept. 30.—Mildred 
L. Waguer, aged 5 years, is dead as a 
result of burns. The little girl was 
playing with a number of children ina 
barn when the small boys began smok- 
ing cigarets. In some manner the girl's 
dress caught fire. The endeavors of 
a physician to save the child’s life 
proved unavailing, though she lived 
three days. 


Despondent Man Hangs Himself 

Boston, Sept. 30.—The body of Ed- 
ward Carroll was found hanging from 
a beam not four feet from the floor, bya 
rope, in the ruins of a storage shed at 
the New England Waste company in 
South Boston. Suicide is ascribed to 
despondency over being out of work. 


Boy's. Death Was Natural 

Revere, Mass., Sept. 30.—As the re- 
sult of an autopsy upon the body of 
James E. Toomey, aged 17, who was 
found dead in a field on Prospect hill, 
it was learned that the boy died from 
natural causes, having an enlarge- 
ment of the heart. 


Taft Rests at Tokio 

Tokio, Sept. 30.—Preliminary to 
three days of social and diplomatic ac- 
tivity Secretary of War Taft and his 
party spent a quiet Sunday resting in 
the Shiba palace, belonging to the im- 
perial family. During the day numer- 
ous Japanese dignitaries and officials 
called upon th the secretary. 


Wood Takes Chandler’s Place 

Washington, Sept. 30.—J. P. Wood, 
a member of the Spanish treaty claims 
commission, has been promoted to the 
chairmanship of that committee to suc- 
ceed W. E. Chandler of New Hamp- 
shire, who recently resigned as head of 
that body. The appointment to the va- 
cancy caused by Wood's promotion has 
not been filled.

AUTOS ON KANSAS FARMS. 


Farmers’ Wives Learning to Use the 
Machines. 

The motor is taking the place of the 
horse and buggy in the country, ac- 
cording to a Salina (Kan.) correspond- 
ent of the Kansas City Star. The 
farmers’ wives are learning to use the 
machine. It is not an uncommon thing 
to see a motor car loaded with gar- 
den truck driven by a woman on its 
way to market. 

A few mornings ago a snapshot was 
taken in Salina of two runabouts from 
the country that had been used to mar 


ket the products of the farm. Mrs. 
Frank, Brendle brought to market a 
load ef garden truck. When she reach- 
ed the market she found her neigh- 
bor, Mrs. H. L. Center, there, with a 
runabout load of chickens and eggs 
and accompanied by her little girl. 
Mrs. Brendle says she uses her ma- 
chine for many things. She runs about

Brendle farms, 

“I use my machine for everything 
about the farm,” said Mrs. Center. “1 
go to the pasture in it and bring up the 
cows. I visit my neighbors, and I 
come to town in it.” 

Mrs. Center says she has one cow 
that does not drive well. She over 
comes this difficulty by putting a rope 
about the animal's horns and tying 
her to the back end of the motor car. 

There was a time when the motor 
car agent spent his time with the 
country merchant, the banker and the 
professional man. The agent spends 
almost as much time with the farmer 
now as he does with the townsman. 
Fifteen or twenty machines are owned 
in Saline county by farmers.

SAVING A SUNKEN SHIP. 
Difficulties of aabacering Drilling In 
Alaskan Waters. 

On March 20 the big steamer North- 
western went ashore on La Touche is- 
land, in southeastern Alaska. The ves- 
sel was jammed in between two large 
hidden rocks and was held fast, as if 
in the jaws of a gigantic vise, and all 
usual methods of recovery would have 
torn big holes in the hull. A loss of 
$225,000 seemed inevitable to the in- 
surance company. However, the Brit- 
ish Columbia Salvage company took 
the contract to float the great hull. 
This was finally accomplished through 

the agency of dynamite. 

All the work was done by divers. 
First a survey was made of the sub- 
merged rocks and a map prepared. 
It was then decided where to drill the 


holes for the blasts, and considerable

time was occupied in this work. The 
drills were operated by compressed 
air and each hole plugged as soon as 
finished to keep out the sand. When 
all the holes were ready the dangerous 
operation of filling them with dyna- 
mite was performed. A much greater 
danger, however, threatened the div- 
ers at all times. The water fairly 
swarmed with giant cuttle (devil) fish, 
which constantly attacked the divers, 
who had many narrow escapes. In fact, 
the progress of the work was so slow 
on this account, and as the fear of the 
divers increased it was found necessary 
to send them down in pairs. While 
one drilled the other protected him. 

So scientifically was the work plan- 
ned and executed that when the explo- 
sion occurred the summit of the sub- 
marine mountains were torn away 
without injury to the ship. 


Velocity of High Air Currents. 

The Prince of Monaco has sent kites 
to a height of 14,750 feet to take scien- 
tific records in the high atmosphere. 
A series of kites are attached to a line 
earrying the recording instruments. A 
kite operation at 9,800 to 13,000 feet 
lasts almost all day. To enable the 
kites to pass through zones of light 
wind or calm the ship from which the 
kite is operated sometimes must go 
full steam ahead. After a season with 
kites the prince used light india rub 
ber balloons and learned the strength 
and direction of aerial currents at dif- 
ferent altitudes, Eighteen experi- 
ments were made with balloons in the 
Atlantic up to close on 46,000 feet. A 
way has been found for recovering the 
balloon and for stopping its ascent 
when desired. Pilot balloons were 
sent up to heights of at least 82,000 
feet and then disappeared forever. 
They furnish information as to the di- 
rection of high aerial currents. It was 
they that proved that in the arctic re- 
gion near the eighteen parallel, at 
about 43,000 feet, there are winds of 
132 miles an hour. 

Weeds of Great Value. 

New Zealand flax is one of a num- 
ber of wild weeds that yield the 
gatherers great wealth. This flax, the 
strongest known, grows wild in marsh- 
es. When it is cultivated it dwindles 
and its fibers become brittle and val- 
ueless. 

Indian hemp grows wild, and out of 
it hasheesh, or keef, is made. Keef 
looks like flakes of chopped straw. It 
is smoked in a pipe; it is eaten on lv- 
er; it is drunk in water. It produces 
an intense, a delirious happiness, and 
among orientals it is almost as highly 
prized as beer and whisky with us. 

The best nutmegs are the wild ones. 
They grow throughout the Malay archi- 
pelago.—Scientific American, 

World’s Longest Bridge. 

The longest bridge in the world is at 
Sangong, China, and is called the Lion 
bridge. It extends five and a quarter 
miles over an arm of the Yellow sea 
and is supported by 300 huge stone 
arches. The roadway is seven feet 
above the water and is Inclosed in an 
fron network. It is a very remarka- 
ble structure.—Railway and Locomo- 
tive Engineering. 

New Wood Alcohol Process. 

A Toronto company has in operation 
a new type of distilling apparatus, 
adopted from the Barbet 
whereby wood alcohol is produced in 
one continuous operation Instead of by 
the customary three or four distilla- 
tions. At the same time all the im- 
purities are separated. The apparatvs 
can produce about 2,000 gallons in 
twenty-four hours.

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NAMING OF 
BATTLESHIPS 


But One or Two 
States Left 

To Be Honored 
By President 


Apropos the naming of the mam- 
moth battleship building at Quincy 
the “North Dakota, the Boston Trans- 
cript comments editorially as follows: 

The unsatisfactory charater of our 
system of naval nomenclature re- 
ceives fresh illustration in the Presi- 
dent’s decision to name one of the 
“Dreadnoughts” the North Dakota. 
As the law is vessels that are first 
rates must be named for States of the 
Union, and in this classification are 
included battleships, all armorclads 
and the large armored cruisers. Thus 
the name Virginia is borne by a 
battleship,, Pennsylvania by an arm- 
ored cruiser, and Florida by a single- 
turreted monitor. 

The lists of State names has been 
so nearly exhausted in the develop- 
ment of the navy that the President, 
having named one of the Dread- 
noughts the Delaware, had to choose 
between Utah and North Dakota in 
naming the other. Possibly the asso- 
ciations clustering around the Utah of 
the past, and occasionally suggested 
in the Utah of the present, operated 
against that State to deprive it of the 
coveted honor, for otherwise its claim 
is as good as that of North Dakota. 
Neither State is of a dignity of im- 
portance in the Union entitling it to 
be recognized in naming a floating 
fortress. 

Both are inland and geographically 
barred from maritime tradition, while 
North Dakota is open to the same ob- 
jection of awkwardness that applies 
to two-word names. West Virginia 
remembered in an armored cruiser is 
not as impressive as Virginia; nor is 
South Dakota, whose name is_ be- 
stowed on an armored cruiser, as 
euphonious or power suggesting as 
Colorado. Nevertheless, so long as 
the present requirements are main- 
tained, there is no way of saving our 
navy list from names either awkward, 
almost duplicates or insignificant of 
the character of the vessels bearing 
them. For instance, Florida is a 
name of grace, suggestive not as 
much of power as of the qualities 
that go to make up a swift, symmet- 
rical cruiser, yet it has been conferred 
on a stumpy monitor useful only for 
coast defence, 

In view of the objections which may 
be enumerated against the continu- 
ance of our present system of nom- 
enclature as too rigid to permit 
either of fancy or of proportioning a 
name to the vessel, it would be wise 
to return in part to the older way 
which obtained before the Civil War. 
Then our battleships were named for 
States, our frigates for rivers, and 
our cruisers for cities and towns, 
notably for those of historic associ- 
ations. Then an American fleet num- 
bered vessels with such characteristi- 
eally American names as Niagara, 
Susquehanna, Sabine, Merrimac, Wa- 
bash, Savanah, Santee, etc. 

A few of these ships survive as re- 
ceiving ships or hulks, but it would 
be impossible without a special act 
of Congress for the President to re- 
vive the name Niagara in association 
with a vessel entirely worthy of it. He 
might name a small cruiser Niagara, 
but even then after the city, not after 
the river or the cataract. Similarly 
the city of Hudson might be commem- 
orated, but not the river. When it 
was desired to retain the name Kear- 
sarge and give it to a battleship the 
special consent of Congress was re- 
quisite, and was obtained. Moreover, 
there is always the dreadful possiblity 
that we may have in our navy a 
“Dodge City” or a “Wappingers 
Falls.” 

But the most striking incongruity 


in our system is found in our con- 
ferring the names of our greatest 
naval commanders on our. smallest 


vessels. Most nations, notably Great 
Britan and France, have their ‘“ad- 
miral” classes of battleships. Great 
men are remembered with great ships. 
In the United States, however, Paul 
Jones and Farragut have been re- 
membered in the names of destroyers, 
though both were great historic 
figures, and the latter was the first 
commander of modern times to dem- 
onstrate that fortresses could be 
passed and silenced by fleets under 
steam. 

It is not going too far to say that 
sea 
fighter, strategist and tacticians be- 
tween Nelson and Togo. His feelings 
can be better imagined than described 
if he had béen told that his grateful 
country would name a torpedo boat 
for him, the man who gave the fam-

ous order: “D——n the torpedoes; go 
ahead.” If we were to revert to our 
old-time system and were to imitate 
foreign nations so far as to honor the 
honorworthy our fleet would bear 
designations doubly American and so 
characteristic and national.
